On March 31, 2004, deputies assigned to Safe Streets Bureau/Lakewood O.S.S. Team, under 
the direction of Sergeant Windrim served an arrest and search warrant at a location charging 
Suspect with 422 Р.С. Deputies contacted the suspect's mother and all occupants were asked 
to exit the location. The suspect's mother indicated the suspect was inside the location. 
Deputies entered the residence and found that the suspect had locked himself inside the 
bathroom. Demands for the suspect to exit met with negative results. As deputies attempted to 
force entry, the deputies heard a gunshot from inside the bathroom. In response, Deputies 

, House, Jones, and Santisteven fired a total of 29, 9mm rounds and 4, 12 gauge shotgun 
rounds into the bathroom. The deputies then retreated and contained the location and a Sheriff's 
Special Weapons Team was called. The Special Weapons Team later made entry and found 
the suspect dead. Alongside the suspect was a .38 caliber, “Raven Arms” revolver, containing 
four live rounds and one expended shell casing. 


On April 2, 2005, an autopsy revealed the suspect sustained a contact gunshot wound to the 
head. There were no other gunshot wounds to the suspect’s body. The Coroner ruled the mode 
of death as suicide. 


On January 23, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee 
were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force; and MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to 
Standards. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, MMP § 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 
MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by the 
deputy was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. MMP § 3- 
01/050. 10: Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by 
the deputies in this incident were within Department Policy.

Opening Statement: 

On Thursday, March 31, 2005, Sergeant John Harris, Sergeant Rick Smith and Lieutenant Stacy Lee 
of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the City of Bellflower after being notified of a deputy 
involved shooting. Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS) deputies were executing a two-location 
search warrant, in search of a wanted felony suspect when the shooting occurred. 


Synopsis: 

On March 21, 2005, Suspect Jesus “Yogi” Montano, an “East Side Paramount” gang member, 
confronted a female resident (Victim | | who was in the courtyard of the apartment 
complex, located at PA Woodruff Place, Bellflower. Suspect Montano lifted the jersey that he 
was wearing and showed the victim a chrome handgun that was tucked in his waistband. Suspect 
Montano looked at the victim and told her, “I’m going to put a cap in your ass.” Montano then 
walked away. Montano believed the victim had gone to the apartment manager and was responsible 
for his family and other gang members being evicted from the complex. 


At approximately 0545 hours, deputies executed the search warrants ШШ Woodruff Place, 
apartment [J and apartment |, in Bellflower. 


IAB Note: Both apartments were frequented by Suspect Montano, with 
Suspect’s Montano’s family living in apartment = The purpose of the 
search warrant was seize evidence from the incident that occurred on march 
21,2005, chrome revolver, Jersey, etc. and to arrest Suspect Montano. (Refer 
to Exhibit D) 


When Suspect Montano's family came to the door, they told deputies that they did not know where 
Jesus Montano was. The family was ordered out of the small apartment, so that the deputies could 
safely search the apartment. The deputies made several announcements for the suspect to come out 
and then entered the location to search for the suspect. When the deputies reached the closed 
bathroom door, they heard two gunshots.

TAB Note: It was later determined that the suspect only fired once, which was 
a fatal self-inflicted gun shot wound to the head. Speculation is that the 
second shot heard, was the noise of the suspect’s body falling against the 
hollow core bathroom door. 


The deputies returned fire through the closed bathroom door and retreated out of the apartment. 
Special Enforcement Team Deputies (SEB) arrived and deployed tear gas through the window ofthe 
west wall of the bathroom. Upon entering the bathroom, deputies found Suspect Montano on the 
floor and unresponsive. SEB Deputies/ Paramedics Harrell AÚN and Holmes ΕΠΗ 
pronounced Suspect Jesus Montano dead at 0713 hours. 


On 04-02-2005, Doctor Riley, Los Angeles County Department of the Corner, preformed an autopsy 
on the body of the deceased, Suspect Jesus Montano. Doctor Riley officially listed Montano’s death 
as a suicide, caused by a self-inflicted gunshot wound to the right temple. Doctor Riley depicted 
the wound as a “tight contact gunshot wound, with perforation of the scalp, skull, dura, brain, dura 
and skull.” (Refer to Corners Report # 2005-02522, Exhibit E)

Suspect Montano, a.k.a. “Yogi” was an active member of “East Side Paramount”gang. Montano 
has an extensive adult and juvenile arrest record, with his most recent arrest out of Lakewood Station 
M AA (Refer © Exhibit F, 
Criminal History for additional information) 


The following witness and interviews represent a summary of what witnesses told investigators. 
All interviews were recorded and are stored at the Internal Affairs Bureau for safekeeping. 


Witnesses: 

Witness Lieutenant Ralph Ornelas told investigators that members of the Lakewood Sheriffs 
Station OSS Unit were conducting a two-location search warrant operation at [JW oodruffPlace, 
Apartments Ml and Bl. in the city of Bellflower. Lieutenant Ornelas said the briefing was 
conducted at approximately 0500 hours in the team office at Lakewood Station. They were assisted 
for the warrant service by the Lakewood Station, Bellflower Special Assignment Officers (SAO). 
The Lakewood OSS Team was assigned apartment and the Bellflower SAO Team was assigned 
Apartment m 


Both teams arrived at the apartment complex at approximately 0530 hours and gained entry from the 
north and south driveways of the large apartment complex. Both assigned locations were in the rear 
(west) portions of the apartment complex. Both teams parked their vehicles and approached the 
apartments on foot and simultaneously conducted knock & notice. Lieutenant Ornelas stated he was 
with the OSS team at apartment. 


The OSS team inside the apartment checked the living room, kitchen and bedroom for Suspect 
Montano. Lieutenant Ornelas heard Sergeant Windrum asked Witness ЕЕЕ if Suspect Montano 
was inside the apartment. Lieutenant Ornelas heard Sergeant Windrum telling one of the deputies 
to check the bathroom door. He then heard Sergeant Windrum say, "ram up." Detective Santisteven 
struck the bathroom door with the ram. Simultaneously, Lieutenant Ornelas heard two muffled 
gunshots. He then heard several of the detectives say that they were being fired upon. He heard 
Sergeant Windrum immediately tell the detectives to pull back and get out of the line of fire. 
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He then heard approximately ten gunshots and Sergeant Windrum yelling for the detectives to back 
away from the bathroom door. Lieutenant Ornelas began moving the familyaway from the apartment 
and out of the line of fire. He returned to the apartment and told the OSS team to back out of the 
apartment. Lieutenant Ornelas, Sergeant Brannigan, OSS Detective Brennan, and the SAO team 
removed the residents from apartment and evacuated other residents in the apartment complex. 
Apartment was contained and held for the arrival of Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department 
Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB). 


Lieutenant Ornelas stated that it took approximately five minutes to get the family members out of 
the house. One of the females, ШЕ was standing in the hallway of the apartment with her children 
and was purposely stalling to keep the children from leaving the house. Also, there was a second 
female with а MJ inside the apartment and that took some time to get her out of the 
apartment. Lieutenant Ornelas added from the time the "Knock and Notice" was given to the time 
of the shooting was approximately five minutes. Neither team had to force entry because the doors 
were opened by the occupants. 


Deputy personne! contained the location and awaited the arrival of the Special Enforcement Bureau 
(SEB) personnel. Once SEB personnel arrived, they cleared the location by using tear gas. They also 
used Arwin rounds to knock out the bathroom window. They eventually made entry into the residence 
and bathroom area and found Suspect Montano deceased on the bathroom floor. 


Witness Sergeant Steve Brannigan Sergeant Brannigan told investigators earlier in the day, he had 
been detailed to assist in the execution of a search warrant at PA oodruff Place, apartment М. 
in the city of Bellflower. He said he was assigned to watch and contain the rear of apartment Ж, one 
of the target locations, along with Deputy Timothy Brennan. 


Sergeant Brannigan said when he and Deputy Brennan arrived at the apartment complex, they took 
their assigned position at the rear of apartment | | Sergeant Brannigan said when he took his 
position at the rear of the building, he noticed a light illuminating from a bathroom window, which he 
felt was apartment lll Sergeant Brannigan said as he contained the rear of the building, he heard 
Sergeant Windrim and his team making their announcement and knocking at the door of the target 
apartment. 


Sergeant Brannigan told investigators that when he heard the announcement at the front door ofthe 
apartment, he noticed the light in the bathroom turn off and a male's head appeared at the window of the 
bathroom, looking around. He described the male as Hispanic, clean shaven, with black hair. Sergeant 
Brannigan said he illuminated the individual with his flashlight and shouted "don't even think about it," 
believing the individual was possibly the suspect, looking to make an attempt to climb out of the 
window and make an escape. 
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Sergeant. Brannigan said the individual disappeared from the window once again, and he noticed the 
light in the bathroom turn on again. Sergeant Brannigan said moments later, he heard Sergeant 
Windrim advise them via Sheriff's radio, that the targeted suspect was in the rear bedroom of the 
apartment. Sergeant Brannigan said moments later, he heard the deputies at the front door of the 
apartment ordering the occupants to come out, heard a "banging" coming from the interior of the 
apartment as if they were banging on a door, followed by a "pop" then another "pop," which he 
recognized as gunshots. 


Sergeant Brannigan told investigators after hearing the two gunshots, he immediately heard a "barrage" 
of gunfire, and took cover. Sergeant. Brannigan said from his assigned position at the rear of the 
apartment, he did not have a target, so he immediately took cover. Sergeant Brannigan said seconds 
later when the gunfire ceased, he was relieved at his position by Sergeant Roller, who was also assisting 
on the search warrants. Sergeant. Brannigan said he ran to the front of apartment @ to see if any 
deputies had been injured and noticed deputies inside the apartment trying to exit the location. 
Sergeant. Brannigan said the front of the location was contained and the order to evacuate the 
surrounding apartments of any occupants was given. 


Sergeant Brannigan said the apartment was contained until the Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) was 
contacted and responded to the scene to make entry into the apartment. 


Witness Deputy Timothy Brennan told investigators he had attended a briefing at approximately 
0500 hours, prior to the execution of a two-location search warrant. He said he was given his assignment 
prior to the execution of the warrants and drove to the location. He indicated he and Sergeant 
Brannigan were assigned to contain the rear of; apartment He said when they took their position, he 
heard the entry team making their announcement at the front of apartment Bil and heard as if 
people were being removed from the apartment. 


Deputy Brennan said as he and Sergeant Brannigan were at the rear of the apartment, he heard 
Sergeant Brannigan holler at someone, "don't even try it" and shining his flashlight at someone at a 
window. He said Sergeant Brannigan was approximately 50-60 south of his position at the rear of the 
apartment, but he (Brennan) could not see who Sergeant Brannigan was talking to. 


Deputy Brennan told investigators approximately one minute after hearing Sergeant Brannigan 
making the announcement to the person at the window, he heard deputies making additional 
announcements inside the apartment. Deputy Brennan believed deputies were still extracting people 
from inside apartment, when he heard them. Deputy Brennan said moments later, he heard the 
sound of two gunshots coming from the rear of the apartment, near the location where Sergeant 
Brannigan had been positioned. Deputy Brennan said the two gunshots were followed by a volley 
of gunfire and deputies ordering people to exit the apartment. Deputy Brennan said he immediately took 
cover, as did Sergeant Brannigan. 
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Deputy Brennan said once the gunfire ceased, he noticed Deputy Santisteven looking around the building 
in his direction and inquired if they were okay. Deputy Brennan said Deputy Santisteven, advised 
him that deputy personnel inside the apartment. were safe. Deputy Brennan said he maintained his 
position, until the Special Enforcement Unit (SEB) arrived at the scene, made their entry and announced 
that the suspect was dead. 


Witness Deputy Dan Nathan is assigned to the Special Enforcement Bureau. Deputy Nathan advised that 
he was one of the personnel who conducted an entry and search of the interior of the residence after the 
initial shooting. He stated that prior to entry, deputies used rubber projectiles to knock out the bathroom 
window. This was done so that a pole camera could be put in the window. He stated that by using the 
camera they could see that Suspect Montano was down on the floor of the bathroom. He related that entry 
was made into the location and it was cleared. They discovered Suspect Montano was dead. Special 
Enforcement, Emergency Services Detail Paramedic Deputy James Harrell pronounced Suspect 
Montano dead at 0713 hours. 


Civilian Witnesses: 

Witness BEBE 1/29, Witness Mi tated. that she is the common-law 
wife and mother of Suspect Montano's five children. She related that the children, range in ages 
between 10 and 4 years. She stated the children's names are 10 years’ old; = 8 years’ 
old; Шо years’ old; MN З years’ old; and ЙАШ + years’ old. She stated the five 
children were sleeping in various areas of the apartment’s bedroom. stated she was staying 
at the location to help her mother-in-law (ЕШ prepare to move. She related that last night at 
around 10 or 11 p.m., Jesus Montano came over to the residence. ШР sked him to stay and 
they slept on the floor in the bedroom. They woke up to the banging and lights in their eyes. 
ΠΝ... at that point she did not see where Jesus Montano had gone. 


Investigator MacArthur asked Witness Bf Suspect Montano was in possession of anything 
when he arrived the night before. She related that he came over with his little black bag. She stated 
that he usually carries it with him; however, she is unsure what is inside the bag. She stated that he 
has been arrested before and knows at least one of the charges was a weapon's charge for 
possession of a gun. She stated that he is from the "Chicano" gang and has several tattoos on his 
body to reflect that. 


Witness Ms tated that she was called out by police who told her to put her hands 
up. She stated that she carried her youngest son out and they all went outside. She said she was 
asked if anyone else was inside and that she told the officers that Jesus was in the back. While she 
was being detained out front, she heard shots, "a lot of shots." She stated that she and others started 
screaming and she could hear deputy personnel yelling, "Sheriffs Department. Sheriffs Department." 
She stated that she heard some more yelling prior to the entry into the bathroom. She stated that she 
was escorted away from the front of the scene location after the shooting. 
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Injuries: 

Suspect Montano died of a single self-inflicted gunshot wound to the head. The Los Angeles County 
Department of the Corner, ruled that Suspect Montano’s death was a suicide. The autopsy report 
also revealed that Suspect Montano was not struck by any of the bullets fired by the OSS deputies. 


No civilian personnel or deputies were injured during the incident. 


Physical Evidence: 


Bulletstrikes, recovered expended bullets and cartridge cases are documented in photographs and are 
described in the Field Investigation Report from Scientific Services Bureau, refer to pages 142-151, 
of the shooting book. 


Investigators Observations, Scene Description: 

The scene is located in a residential neighborhood on the first floor, of a second story apartment 
building. The residence is a 1-bedroom apartment. The bathroom door was open. The door has at least 
10 small holes and a large hole to the right of the door knob. The bathroom has various clothes and 
utensils scattered about. The decedent is seen on the floor on his right side. There is blood under the 
decedent’s head. The decedent’s arms are flexed forward. The decedent’s left leg is flexed forward 
with the foot under the bathroom cabinet. Under the left ankle is a revolver. The right leg is extended 
toward the bathroom door with the foot to the left to the toilet. (This information was obtained from 
the Investigator’s Narrative of the Autopsy Report, Refer to Exhibit E)

Weapon Used by the Suspect: 

There was a spent casing 
under the hammer and the other four rounds in the revolver's cylinder are live. The rounds were 
identified as "CC 1” 38 Special. (Refer to Photograph it 8) 


Property Damage: 

Property damage to [Woodruff Place, Apartment Ж Bellflower, consisted of bullet holes in 
the bathroom door, walls, sink, mirrors, cabinets and broken windows. (Refer to photographs and 
Field Investigation Report from Scientific Services Bureau, pages 142-145) 


Criminal Investigators: 
Sergeant Alex MacArthur # MEM and Detective Sandra Nava # E of the Sheriffs 
Department, Homicide Bureau were assigned as the lead investigators. 


Investigator Jose Romero was assisted in the interviews of Sheriff's personnel, by Homicide 
Investigator George Martinez, Deputy Rich DeBruijn, Civil Litigation Unit, Sergeant John W. Harris, 
assigned to the Los Angeles County, Sheriffs Department, Internal Affairs Bureau, Deputy District 
Attorney Valerie Aenlle-Rocha, assigned to the Los Angeles County, District Attorney's Office, Justice 
System Integrity Division, and Senior DA Investigator Jeffrey Oh. 


Investigators MacArthur and Nava assigned Sergeants William Marsh and Don Walls to conduct the 
scene location investigation. They were assisted by members from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department Crime Lab. Their reports are a permanent part of this case file. 


Prior to the interviews being conducted, Homicide Investigators made a formal death notification to the 
mother and common-law wife of Suspect Montano. 


The following interviews represent a summary of what the involved Sheriff deputies told 


investigators, All interviews were recorded and are stored at the Internal Affairs Bureau for 
safekeeping. 
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Involved Employee Statements: 

Sergeant Robert Frank Windrim, Sergeant Windrim told investigators he is the supervisor for the Los 
Angeles County, Sheriff's Department, Operation Safe Streets Bureau, assigned to the Lakewood 
Sheriff's Station, gang investigation team. He said on today's date he and those assigned to his OSS 
investigation’s unit were executing a two-location search warrant, in search of a wanted felony 
suspect. 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators he and those assisting in the execution of the search warrants 
prepared by discussing in a briefing, their tactics and actions to be taken, prior to the execution of the 
warrants, Sergeant Windrim said the briefing for the warrants was conducted at approximately 0500 
hours, at Lakewood Sheriff's Station. 


Sergeant Windrim told Investigators, once at the location he and members of his team were assigned to 
execute the search warrant and make entry into apartment ш Sergeant Windrim said once at the front 
door of apartment, members of his team knocked at the door and announced their presence, as 
well as the reason for being at the location. Sergeant. Windrim said they announced the execution of 
the warrant and knocked several times with no response from within the apartment. Sergeant Windrim 
indicated after several announcements, he instructed one of the members of his team to approach the 
door to apartment y, and force the door open. 


Sergeant Windrim said as the door was about to be forced open, one of the females inside the apartment 
opened the door. Sergeant Windrim said once the female appeared at the door, he instructed her to 
exit the apartment and inquired as to what other members of the family remained inside the apartment? 


Sergeant Windrim said he did not specifically ask if the suspect (Jesus Manuel Montano) was in the 
apartment, but asked what other members of the family were inside. Sergeant Windrim said the female 
told him there were children inside, as well as her daughter and a "baby." Sergeant Windrim said he got 
more specific with the female and asked if there were any male adult remaining inside the apartment? 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators the female did not mention the suspect's name when she replied 
to his question, at which time he asked her address, to reassure himself that he and his team were at the 
correct location. 


Sergeant Windrim said the woman told him her address, which reassured him he was at the correct 
location (Apartment # № and proceeded to ask her if the suspect "Jesus"was inside? Sergeant. 
Windrim said the woman told him that "Jesus" was in the bedroom of the apartment, at which time 
another individual exited the apartment, and he (Windrim) was advised by the members of his team, that 
the man had been asleep on the livingroom sofa, and had failed to respond to the "knock and notice." 
Sergeant. Windrim said the woman talking to him immediately identified the younger man exiting the 
apartment, as her son. He said he looked at the individual and recognized he was not the suspect they 
were looking for. 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators as the members of his team were announcing their presence at 
the door of the apartment, they notice a second adult female, appear from the bedroom of the apartment 
holding what he believed was an infant, in her arms. 
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Sergeant Windrim described how the woman appearing from the bedroom, had a blanket draped around 
her and the child she was holding. Sergeant Windrim said the woman stood at the doorway, as if she 
did not understand their instructions, because she was not immediately complying with their orders. 
Sergeant Windrim said the woman kept mentioning "my children, my children," and appeared to be 
talking to someone in the bedroom, but would not move from her position at the door. 


Sergeant Windrim said this continued for what appeared to be a long time, when suddenly approximately 
five children appeared and began to walk in their direction, toward the front door. Sergeant Windrim said 
he immediately alerted the other members of his team that there were small children exiting the 
apartment. Sergeant Windrim said as the second woman exited with the children, he asked her where 
"Jesus" was, at which time the woman replied that "Jesus" was in the bedroom. 


Sergeant Windrim said he immediately alerted the members of his team situated at the "rear 
containment" of the apartment, that the suspect was in the bedroom and advised them via Sheriff's radio 
that they were making entry. 


Sergeant Windrim told Investigators they began their entry into apartment e and focused their 
attention toward the complete apartment, but in particular toward the northwest bedroom of the 
location where they believed the suspect was. 


Sergeant Windrim said as the OSS team entered the apartment, some of his team members walked 
past a closed door, just south of the northwest bedroom, not immediately knowing the closed door 
was the door to the only bathroom in the apartment, where they subsequently located the suspect. 


Sergeant Windrim said as the entry team made their way into the bedroom and eventually failed to 
locate the suspect there, he began to wonder how they could have missed the suspect. Sergeant 
Windrim indicated they were aware the suspect was a tall and a heavy set individual (6'2," 260 105.), 
and could not imagine how they missed him in the bedroom. Sergeant Windrim said the team began 
to focus their attention toward the closed bathroom door. Sergeant Windrim indicated they turned 
the door knob and realized the door was locked. Sergeant Windrim said they knocked on the 
bathroom door, to inquire if anyone was inside. He said they also knocked on the door, and identified 
themselves once again, with negative results. Sergeant Windrim said he could not hear any noise or 
movement coming from inside the bathroom. 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators when they received no reply from inside the bathroom, he ordered 
for one of the team members to approach with the "battering ram" in an effort to force entry. He 
indicated the bathroom door was "rammed," but the heavy metal ram only made a hole in the hallow 
core door, adjacent to the door knob and did not immediately open. 


Sergeant Windrim said when the door was struck, he immediately heard two gunshots being fired from 


inside the bathroom. He indicated he heard Deputy Phil Santisteven, yelling that the suspect was 
shooting at them, or that shots had been fired. 
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TAB Note: It was later determined that the suspect only fired once, which was 
a fatal self-inflicted gun shot wound to the head. Speculation is that the second 
shot heard, was the noise of the suspect's body falling against the hollow core 
bathroom door. 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators he observed Deputy Phil Santisteven begin to return fire through the 
bathroom door, as did Deputies and Brandt House, who were simultaneously attempting 
to take a position of cover inside the northwest bedroom, as they fired through the bathroom wall. 
Sergeant Windrim said he immediately ordered his team members to exit the apartment, as he watched 
the bathroom door in the event the suspect was to exit and attempt to "engage them" once again. Sergeant 
Windrim said he immediately began to yell for the suspect to exit the bathroom and surrender, however 
the suspect did not respond. 


Sergeant Windrim said although he could not see the suspect and did not get a response from inside the 
bathroom, he speculated the suspect may have been shot. He said he was ordered by Lieutenant Ralph 
Ornales, to surrender his position and exit the apartment. He said he reluctantly complied with the 
orders given him. 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators, due to other team members being in his line of fire, he felt it unsafe 
and did not discharge his firearm. Sergeant Windrim said he was concerned and looked around to 
see if any of his team members had been shot or injured. 


Sergeant Windrim concluded by telling investigators a full investigation had been conducted by OSS 
Detective Tina Jones, which resulted in the search warrants being authorized. Sergeant Windrim said 
the suspect had also been named and identified during the investigation, again resulting in the 
authorization and execution of the warrants. 


Sergeant Windrim said he and his team members exited the premises after the gunfire, maintained 
a position outside the apartment and waited until the Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) responded 
and took over the entry into apartment ЕЕ. 


IAB Note: During the execution of the search warrant, Sergeant Windrim had 
activated a tape recorder that was in his pocket. The events described by 
Sergeant Windrim, are in fact documented on the audio tape. (Refer to 
Exhibit B for additional information) 


Sergeant Windrim said that the service of this warrant was evaluated at “Moderate Risk” based on 
established criteria. (Refer to Exhibit C for additional information) Sergeant Windrim said as such, 
SEB wouldn’t serve the warrant. 


Deputy Philip Santisteven stated that he is assigned to the Lakewood Sheriffs Station Operation 
Safe Streets Gang Unit, as an Investigator/Detective. He stated that on today's date at approximately 
0500 hours, he attended a briefing in the OSS office at Lakewood Sheriffs Station. The briefing was 
for a two-location search warrant operation that was to be conducted at J Woodruff Place, 
Apartments ΕΙ and E. in the city of Bellflower. 
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He stated that the investigating officer and author of the search warrants was Deputy Tina Jones. 
He stated that he and the OSS Team were assigned Apartment [J which was the primary location 
for the named suspect, Jesus Montano. He related there was an arrest (Ramey) warrant and a search 
warrant at both locations. He stated that the Bellflower Special Assignment Officer Team was 
assigned Apartment [J to search. 


Deputy Santisteven related the search warrant had been obtained because of the crime involving 
criminal threats with a handgun by Suspect Montano. He stated that Suspect Montano was an 
"Eastside Paramount" gang member. 


Deputy Santisteven related that team members discussed tactical considerations and that he was 
assigned to deploy the ram. The apartment unit had a front door that was unbarred and that only 
the ram would be required. He stated that he and his team members arrived at approximately 0520 
or 0530 hours at the rear of the apartment complex. 

He stated the day before he had pre-scouted the location and he was familiar with the apartment 
complex. There was to be a simultaneous knock and notice at both locations. His team leader was 
Sergeant Windrum and he was audio recording the entry. After the knock and notice was given, a 
female answered the front door of Apartment. 


Everyone was asked to exit the unit and then the location would be cleared by his fellow team 
members from his left side. Deputies House and were near the bedroom which was behind 
him to the north. Deputy Jones and Sergeant Windrum were also behind him, possibly near the 
entrance to the living room, 


When the ram went through the bathroom door and Deputy Santisteven stepped back, he did that 
to get out of the way of the entry team. He only took a half step when he realized the door had not 
opened. It was at that point that he heard what he thought was the sound of a .38 caliber pistol being 
fired. Deputy Santisteven said, "I thought I was going to die." He related that he was in an exposed 
area and started firing into the bathroom door area. He stated that he felt it was his only option to 
lay down as much cover fire as possible and back out. He fired his 9mm handgun while backing 


up. 


Deputy Santisteven took up a position near the hall door. He stated that he knew there were people 
behind him and did not know what they were doing. He said, "I didn't hear any other shooting 
because I focused on what I was doing." He quickly did a mental check of his body because he did 
not know if he had been hit. He then remembered Sergeant Windrum ordering everyone out of the 
location. He stated he backed out and he knew that Deputies [J and House were still in the 
bedroom to his north. He stated that they exited right after he did but he did not hear anything more. 


Deputy Santisteven was advised the primary (Suspect Montano) was believed to be inside the 
residence. The apartment was very small and Deputy Santisteven stood at the front doorway 
holding the ram. He was also watching the people outside who were already detained. 


Deputy Santisteven stated the entry team went inside the location. Deputy Santisteven was in the 
first position, Deputy MY. second position, Deputy House, third position, Sergeant Windrum, 
and fourth position, Deputy Jones. He stated after the initial entry he was called up to ram the 
bathroom door. 
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He stated that he hit the door just to the right of the doorknob and the ram went through the hollow 
core door. This caused a rather large hole to be put in the door and then he took a step or half step 
back to hit the door again. The first strike did not open the door. He again stepped forward to hit 
the door a second time with the ram. As he stepped forward, he heard a gunshot. Deputy 
Santisteven stated that he thought the gunshot was directed at him. He thought he was being fired 
upon and felt that his life was in danger. At that point, he started to back out and at some point 
dropped the ram. 


Deputy Santisteven said he got his duty weapon out and fired into the bathroom toward the threat. 
At one point he thought he heard another shot from the interior of the bathroom. He continued to 
back up as he fired. He knew that Sergeant Windrum and Deputy Jones were behind him and that 
he was in a very confined area in the hallway in front of the bathroom door. He thought that he fired 
for approximately 4 seconds and he looked down and saw the slide on his Beretta was in the locked 
back position. He stated he dropped his empty magazine and reloaded his weapon with a full 
magazine. At that point no more shots were being fired and he did not fire again. 


Deputy Santisteven stated that he and his team members did a tactical withdrawal from the 
residence. Deputy Santisteven felt that the suspect had shot at him personally. He stated once he 
and his team exited, he heard continuous announcements directed at the suspect to come out. In their 
announcements they said the suspect would not be hurt. He felt it was obvious no one was coming 
out. At that point a determination was made to evacuate and check on the welfare of other persons 
living in the surrounding apartments. The Special Enforcement Bureau was notified of the incident 
and he and his fellow involved deputies were transported to Lakewood Sheriffs Station. 


Deputy Santisteven stated that the bathroom door had been locked and that his position was just 
north of that bathroom door in the hallway and that he swung the ram. 


He stated that it was not usual for his team members to give orders and clearing notices, and that 
they were in fact given. He stated that these orders consisted of statements like "come out and you 
won't be harmed” and "Sheriffs Department, we have a search warrant." 


At this time during the interview, Deputy Santisteven stated that, "I'm glad to be alive, when you're 
standing at the door and hearing gunfire... you know." 


On 09-27-05, Deputy Santisteven was interviewed at IAB and was provided a crime scene 
sketch/drawing of apartment fl] Deputy Santisteven indicated on the drawing his direction of 
travel, as he retreated from the bathroom door, while firing. Deputy Santisteven statement was 
consistent, with his earlier statement to investigators. The crime scene drawing is submitted at the 
conclusion of this investigative summary. 


Deputy BEBE stated he attended briefing for a search warrant they were serving on 
Suspect Montano. Suspect Montano was wanted for Terrorist Threats (422 P.C.) against one of the 
other residents in the apartment complex. Suspect Montano threatened the victim with a gun. He 
added that he had arrested Suspect Montano in the past. Suspect Montano is a gang member with 
Compton Varrio Chicano Street Gang. He is also a gang member with Eastside Paramount Street 
Gang. After briefing he responded to [IW oodruff Place, Detective House was assigned 
to handle the "Knock and Notice" at the residence and Detectivi was assigned to carry the 
shotgun. 
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Detective Ш оок up a position behind a large tree that was east of the front door of the 
residence. When Detective House made the "knock and notice,” Detective И observed the 
cuttains in the living room window begin to move. When no one would answer the front door, 
Sergeant Windrum asked for the ram. One of the females (Witness ЩИ inside the residence, 
at that point, opened the front door. They had the female step out of the house. Detective] 

moved forward and took up a position on the south side of the threshold of the doorway. He saw 
a male Hispanic (ЕЕЕ approximately eighteen years old laying on the living room floor. 


The male Hispanic was also ordered out of the house. Once the male Hispanic (ЕЕЕ was out 
of the house, they repeatedly yelled into the residence, "Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department, 
everyone come out." Detective ЕЕ could see movement coming from the northwest bedroom. 
After approximately five minutes, a female Hispanic lli came out of the northwest bedroom. 
She stood in the hallway and was holding a small child that was covered up by a blanket. The 
detectives ordered the female Hispanic several times to come out of the house. It was apparent that 
the female was ignoring their commands and purposely stalling to come out of the house. The 
female Hispanic eventually walked into the living room with her children. 


There was a third female Hispanic adult also inside the home who came out of the bedroom and into 
the living room. Eventually Detective [J was able to get all of them out of the house. 


Witness Detective Jones began questioning one of the females as to whether or not Suspect Montano 

was inside the house. Detective heard the female tell Detective Jones that Suspect Montano 

was in the bedroom. Detective from where he was positioned, could see into the hallway 

that leads to the bedroom, but could not see into the bedroom. He and the other detectives began 

calling out to Suspect Montano to come out of the house. They did not get a response and Detectives 
|, House, Jones and Santisteven entered the house. 


After detectives checked the kitchen for Suspect Montano, Detective moved in a west 
direction toward the hallway of the residence. He observed a small wooden brown door (bathroom) 
to the south and the bedroom to the north. The door to the bathroom was closed. Detectives 

and House entered the bedroom and checked it for Suspect Montano. Suspect Montano was not in 
the bedroom. 


Detective ШЕШ vent back into the hallway to the bathroom door. He attempted to open the 
bathroom door, but the door was locked. Sergeant Windrum, at that point, requested the ram. 
Detective [J moved slightly to the north away from the bathroom door. Victim Detective 
Santisteven, who was designated to handle the ram, struck the bathroom door one time, with the 
ram, making a hole in the door. Seconds later, Detective] heard two muffled gunshots coming 
from inside the bathroom out toward them. Detective , fearing that he would be shot, stepped 
back into the bedroom. He continued hearing gunshots coming from the hallway area. Detective 

fired two rounds, from his twelve gauge shotgun, through the wall of the closet in the 
direction of the bathroom. 


Detective ЕН went on to say that he realized he and Detective House were trapped inside the 
bedroom. He feared that they were not going to get out of the bedroom without being shot by the 
suspect. He heard someone yell, "pull out." Detectives ШЕ and House began backing out of the 
bedroom. 
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When they entered the hallway, Detective fg heard what he believed to be another gunshot 
coming from inside the bathroom out toward them. Fearing they were still being engaged in gunfire 
with Suspect Montano and would be shot, Detective ЕЕ fired one round from his twelve gauge 
shotgun, through the bathroom door. They continued backing out toward the front door. He added 
that one of the shotgun shells fell out of the shotgun and onto the floor near the front door. He 
reloaded his shotgun with three more shotgun rounds. Once they were out of the house, Detective 
took up a position of cover at the front doorway. They continued ordering Suspect Montano 
out of the house, but did not receive any response from Suspect Montano. Detective! 
remained at his position until he was directed out. Once everything was over, he unloaded his 
shotgun and gave it to Lieutenant Ornelas. He added that he never fired his Beretta 92F handgun. 


Detective ЕЕ stated that the shooting was very quick. From the time Witness ЕЕ opened 
the front door to the time the shooting began was approximately eight minutes. From the time the 
first shot was fired at them to the last shot fired was approximately five seconds. 


On 09-27-05, Deputy was interviewed at IAB and was provided a crime scene 
sketch/drawing of apartment. Deputy 0 indicated on the drawing the initial position that 
he fired from and his secondary position that he moved to and fired from. Deputy ЕН 
statement was consistent, with his earlier statement to investigators. The crime scene drawing is 
submitted at the conclusion of this investigative summary. 


Detective Tina Jones stated that she gave a briefing this morning at 0500 hours for a search 
warrant that she had written. The search warrant was written for [JW oodruff Place, Y and 
ш in the City of Bellflower. There was also a warrant for Suspect Montano's arrest. After 
briefing, she responded to BW oodruff Place, βββ. Detectives House, βββββ, Windrum, Jones 
and Santisteven were at the front door (east side) of the residence and Deputy Brennon and 
Sergeant Brannigan were at the rear (west side) of the residence. Bellflower deputies S.A.O. team 
responded to apartment ЖЕ А "Knock and Notice" was done simultaneously at each of the 
locations. They waited approximately five minutes before someone answered the front door of 
apartment. Detective House had everyone exit the residence. Once everyone was out of the 
residence, Sergeant Windrum asked Suspect Montano's mother (Witness В if anyone else 
was still inside the residence, She advised Sergeant Windrum that Suspect Montano was still 
inside the residence. Several commands were given for Suspect Montano to come out of the 
residence, but they received no response from Suspect Montano. Detectives House MEM. Jones 
and Sergeant Windrum entered the residence. Detective Jones took up a position behind the wall 
at the northwest end of the living room. She observed that the bathroom door was closed so she 
maintained cover of the bathroom while Detectives House and J checked the bedroom for 
Suspect Montano. 


Sergeant Windrum took up a position in the hallway just north of her. After checking the bedroom, 
one of the detectives (Detective В checked the bathroom door to see if it would open, but the 
door was locked. Several commands were given for Suspect Montano to come out of the bathroom, 
but again they received no response from him. At that point, Sergeant requested Detective Santisteven 
to come inside with the ram. Detective Santisteven stood just to the north of the bathroom door and 
struck the door one time with the ram. 
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Detective Santisteven made a hole in the door but the door did not open. Detective Santisteven was 
about to strike the door a second time when Detective Jones heard two gunshots coming from inside 
the bathroom. Detective Jones backed up behind the wall. She feared that Suspect Montano was going 
to kill them, so she fired approximately three rounds from her Beretta 92F handgun, at the bathroom 
door. Sergeant Windrum and Detectives House and fg and Santisteven were trapped in the 
hallway near the bedroom. 


Detective Jones went on to say that she heard a lot of gunfire and Sergeant Windrum telling them to 
pull out of the residence. They all backed out and exited the front door of the residence. She saw 
that Suspect Montano's family was still standing in front of the residence, so she moved them away. 
Detective Jones then took up a position behind a large tree in front of the residence and remained 
there. 


On 09-27-05, Deputy Jones was interviewed at IAB and was provided a crime scene sketch/drawing 
of apartment Ж. Deputy Jones indicated on the drawing the position that she fired from. Deputy 
Jones statement was consistent, with his earlier statement to investigators. The crime scene 
drawing is submitted at the conclusion of this investigative summary. 


Deputy Brandt House told Investigators that on today’s date he arrived at Lakewood Sheriffs 
Station OSS office at approximately 0500 hours for a search warrant operation briefing. He stated 
that the team was conducting a two-location search warrant at the apartments at [Woodruff 
Place, Units 8 and, in the city of Bellflower. 


The Lakewood OSS Team was assisted by personnel from the Bellflower Special Assignment 
Officers Team. He stated that all the personnel arrived at the location and the OSS Team was 
assigned Unit and the SAO Team was assigned Uni gsl] They conducted a simultaneous knock 
and notice and that he was assigned to conduct the "knock and notice" on Unit fll. He stated that 
he used his streamlight flashlight to knock on the door several times very loudly and announce, 
“Sheriffs Department, we have a search warrant." He stated that a female Hispanic answered the door 
and was advised regarding the search warrant. 


Deputy House stated that he and Deputy [J were in the number 1 and 2 positions on the entry 
team and were assigned to cover the interior. He stated the occupants of the location were directed 
to walk outside. He remembers seeing at least five small children and that several times he or Deputy 
ШЕШЕ would call the children to them. He stated that the kids would start to walk toward them and 
then a female near the bedroom would call them back. He stated that he thought she was purposely 
delaying the process, possibly because whoever else was in the room was attempting to hide or 
conceal themselves. All the children and the mother finally came out and identified them as gg 
nd her five children. 


Deputy House stated he and Deputy ЕН entered the residence and first cleared the kitchen and 
then the northwest bedroom of the small one bedroom apartment. He stated he entered the hallway 
and was behind Deputy [J and the bathroom door was closed and locked. He stated that they 
knocked and ordered the suspect to come out. At that point it was decided to force entry through the 
bathroom door and the ram was requested. 
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Deputy Santisteven was in charge of the ram and approached the bathroom door. Deputy Santisteven 
hit the bathroom door once and the ram made a hole in the door. Within a second after the ram hit 
the door, Deputy House heard two gunshots. He thought the gunshots sounded like they were being 
fired in his direction. He stated that immediately he was in fear for his life and the life of his partners, 
and the other deputies behind them. He stated that he and Deputy [J moved into the bedroom 
to get out of the line of fire and provide an exit for the deputies in the hallway near the bathroom 
door. 


Deputy House stated while in the bedroom, he returned fire through the wall of the open closet. He 
thought he fired approximately six times with his duty weapon, a 9mm Beretta pistol. He stated that 
Deputy ЕН was armed with the 12-gauge shotgun and he thought he fired approximately two to 
three rounds through the closet wall toward the bathroom. He said he heard a lot of gunfire going on 
but was not sure if it was going in or coming out of the bathroom. 


Deputy House stated he heard Sergeant Windrum order everyone out. In order to get out, he and Deputy 
ΜΗ taa to pass in front of the bathroom door again. He stated that when he did, he thought he heard 
another gunshot coming from the interior of the bathroom. He then said the first two to three shots he 
had heard he was positive what they were. The second time he heard shots he was not positive it was 
a shot. As he passed the bathroom door, he fired more cover fire into the door. He stated that Deputy 
ШШ fired one round from his 12-gauge shotgun. He stated that when he exited the location, he did 
a tactical reload of his pistol. He said he took the partially loaded magazine from his weapon and 
placed it into his ammo pouch and put a fully loaded magazine into his pistol. 


Deputy House stated that Sergeant Windrum was still inside covering the bathroom door as best he 
could from the kitchen area. He stated he rejoined him at that position and assisted covering the 
bathroom door. He said that it was at that point the lieutenant outside told everyone to get out of the 
location and he did. He stated he was going to use his hand-held radio to advise of the shooting 
incident and request further assisting units; however, he heard someone else on the radio advising 
units of what had occurred. 


Deputy House stated that he made knock and notice announcements. Deputy House positioned 
himself west of Deputy 0 while they were firing in the northwest bedroom of the scene location. 
He stated that when he started shooting through the closet wall, the doors were open. He knew he was 
putting his rounds into the bathroom area where he believed the suspect was. He described the 
location as very "close quarters." He again stated that to exit the scene location, he had to pass the 
bathroom door and this was dangerous because of how exposed he was. He stated that he could not 
say for sure if the firing came from the bathroom. 


Deputy House further added that he would have shot anyway because of his exposure to being fired 
upon as he went past the bathroom door. He stated that he believed he fired a total of four rounds as 
he passed. He stated that once completely removed from the scene location and waited to be relieved. 
He stated he could see through the holes in the bathroom door; however, he could not see a person 
inside. Deputy House stated he used a flashlight but the lighting at the time of the search warrant 
service was enough to see while inside the location. 


On 09-27-05, Deputy House was interviewed at [AB and was provided a crime scene sketch/drawing 
of apartment. Deputy House indicated on the drawing his direction of fire, as he fired from the 
bedroom into the bathroom.

The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide active additional information regarding the above case, 
under the above file number, specifically the resolution of a barricaded suspect operation, 


On 03-31-05 at approximately 0550 hours we, Los Angeles County Sheriff Department Special Enforcement 
Bureau, were requested to respond to [Woodruff Place Apt.# in Betifiower regarding a barricaded 
suspect. We were informed that deputies from Lakewood OSS were involved in a shooting at the above location 
and the suspect was barricaded inside. The suspect had shot at deputies during the service of a search warrant. 
Deputies subsequently retumed fire and retreated to safety. The suspect was believed to be armed with a 
handgun and inside the rear locked bathroom. 


We relieved station personnel and contained the location utilizing SEB personnel. We made several 
announcements into the apartment, specifically the bathroom , for the suspect to surrender. The suspect did not 
respond. We then introduced chemical agents (CS gas) into the bathroom via the bathroom window. (D-1). The 
chemical agents were introduced using a 37mm gas gun. We used a total of (2) 37mm gas projectiles. Once 
again the suspect did not respond. As a result of using the 37mm gas projectiles, we partially broke the bathroom 
window. 


We decided to insert a portable camera into the bathroom to ascertain the suspects location. In order to 
effectively insert a portable camera into the bathroom window, we shot (12) arwen rounds into the broken glass 
of the bathroom window. This allowed us to safely remove the remainder of the glass while personnel maintained 
Cover. We were able to insert a portable camera through the bathroom window. On the camera monitor, we saw 
ihe suspect inside. He was laying motiontess on the floor of the bathroom. It appeared as though he was 
bleeding from the face area. The entry team entered the location along with ESD paramedics. We entered the 
bathroom and saw that the suspect appeared to be dead. ESD paramedic Deputy Harrell subsequently 
pronounced the suspect dead at 0713 hours, 


The scene was released to Homicide detectives. 


During this operation, we damaged the bathroom window. (D-1). We also damaged the front window as a result 
of the arwen rounds traveling through the house. (D-2).

The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide active additional information regarding the above case, 
under the above file number, specifically the resolution of a barricaded suspect operation. 


On 03-31-05 at approximately 0550 hours we, Los Angeles County Sheriff Department Special Enforcement 
Bureau, were requested to respond to [EW oodruff Place Apt in Bellflower regarding a barricaded 
suspect. We were informed that deputies from Lakewood OSS were involved in a shooting at the above location 
and the suspect was barricaded inside. The suspect had shot at deputies during the service of a search warrant. 
Deputies subsequently retumed fire and retreated to safety. The suspect was believed to be armed with a 
handgun and inside the rear locked bathroom. 


We relieved station personnel and contained the location utilizing SEB personnel. We made several 
announcements into the apartment, specifically the bathroom , for the suspect to surrender. The suspect did not 
respond. We then introduced chemical agents (CS gas) into the bathroom via the bathroom window. (D-1). The 
chemical agents were introduced using a 37mm gas gun. We used a total of (2) 37mm gas projectiles. Once 
again the suspect did not respond. As a result of using the 37mm gas projectiles, we partially broke the bathroom 
window. 


We decided to insert a portable camera into the bathroom to ascertain the suspects location. In order to 
effectively insert a portable camera into the bathroom window, we shot (12) arwen rounds into the broken glass 
of the bathroom window. This allowed us to safely remove the remainder of the glass while personnel maintained 
cover, We were able to insert a portable camera through the bathroom window. On the camera monitor, we saw 
the suspect inside. He was laying motionless on the floor of the bathroom. It appeared as though he was 
bleeding from the face area. The entry team entered the location along with ESD paramedics. We entered the 
bathroom and saw that the suspect appeared to be dead. ESD paramedic Deputy Harrell subsequently 
Pronounced the suspect dead at 0713 hours. 


The scene was released to Homicide detectives 


During this operation, we damaged the bathroom window. (D-1). We also damaged the front window as a result 
of the arwen rounds traveling through the house. (D-2).

investigator Romero was directed to conduct a canvass of the apartments in the immediate 
area of the shooting, for possible eye witnesses to the incident. investigator Romero was 
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accompanied in the canvass and interviews by Deputy Rich DeBruijn E. assigned to 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department, Civil Litigation Unit. 


On Thursday, 03-31-05, at approximately 1010 hours, Investigator Romero interviewed 
Witness #1 ЕЕЕ the resident ot apartment j] The interview was conducted in 
Spanish and was recorded. The following is a synopsis of that interview: 


Mr. said prior to the shooting, he had been outside his apartment preparing to go to 
work and walking to his car. He said he was walking back to his apartment, after his car 
failed to start, when he heard approximately 7or 8 gunshots. He said he noticed several 
police officers, in uniform and believes the time was approximately 0545 hours. 


Mr. ШШ told Investigators aside from hearing the gunshots, he did not witness what 
transpired.

He indicated after several announcements, he instructed one of the 
members of his team to approach the door to apartment m and force the door open. 


Sergeant Windrim said as the door was about to be forced open, one of the females inside 
the apartment opened the door. He said once the female appeared at the door, he 
instructed her to exit the apartment and inquired as to what other members of the family 
remained inside the apartment? 


Sergeant Windrim said the he did not specifically asked if the suspect (Jesus Manuel 
Montano) was in the apartment, but asked what other members of the family were inside. 
He said the female told him there were children inside, as well as her daughter anda "baby." 
He said he got more specific with the female and asked if there were any male adults 
remaining inside the apartment?

Sergeant Windrim said the woman told him that "Jesus" was in the bedroom of the 
apartment, at which time another individual exited the apartment, and he (Windrim) was 
advised by the members of his team, that the man had been asleep on the livingroom sofa, 
and had failed to respond to the "knock and notice." Sergeant Windrim said the woman 
talking to him immediately identified the younger man exiting the apartment, as her son. He 
said he looked at the individual and recognized he was not the suspect they were looking 
for. 


Sergeant Windrim told Investigators as the members of his team are announcing their 
presence at the door of the apartment, they notice a second adult female, appear from the 
bedroom of the apartment holding whathe believed was an infant, in her arms. He described 
howthe woman appearing from the bedroom, had a blanket draped around her and the child 
she was holding. He said the woman stood at the doorway, as if she did not understand 
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theirinstructions, because she was not immediately complying with their orders. Не saidthe 
woman kept mentioning “my children, my children,” and appeared to be talking to someone 
in the bedroom, but would not move from her position at the door. 


Sergeant Windrim said this continued for what appeared to be a long time, when suddenly 
approximately five children appeared and began to walk in their direction, towards the front 
door. He said he immediately alerted the other members of his team, that there were small 
children exiting the apartment. Sergeant Windrim said as the second woman exited with the 
children, he asked her where “Jesus” was, at which time the woman replied that “Jesus” 
was in the bedroom. He said he immediately alerted the members of his team situated at 
the “rear containment” of the apartment, that the suspect was in the bedroom and advised 
them via Sheriff's radio that they were making entry. 


Sergeant Windrim told Investigators they began their entry into apartment ММ and focused 
their attention toward the complete apartment, but in particular toward the northwest 
bedroom of the location where they believed the suspect was. He said as the OSS team 
entered the apartment, some of his team members walked past a closed door, just south 
of the northwest bedroom, not immediately knowing the closed door was the door to the 
only bathroom in the apartment, where they subsequently located the suspect. 


Sergeant Windrim said as the entry team made their way into the bedroom and eventually 
failed to locate the suspect there, he began to wonder how they could have missed the 
suspect. He indicated they were aware the suspect was a tall and a heavy set individual 
(6'2," 260 Ibs.), and could not imagine how they missed him in the bedroom. He said the 
team began to focus their attention towards the closed bathroom door. He indicated they 
turned the door knob and realized the door was locked. He said they knocked on the 
bathroom door, to inquire if anyone was inside. He said they also knocked on the door, and 
identified themselves once again, with negative results. Sergeant Windrim said he could not 
hear any noise or movement coming from inside the bathroom. 


Sergeant Windrim told investigators when they received no reply from inside the bathroom, 
he ordered for one of the team members to approach with the “battering ram” in an effort 
to force entry. He indicated the bathroom door was “rammed,” but the heavy metal ram only 
made a hole in the hallow core door, adjacent to the door knob and did not immediately 
open. 


Sergeant Windrim said when the door was struck, he immediately heard two gunshots being 
fired from inside the bathroom. He indicated he heard Deputy Phil Santisteven, yelling that 
the suspect was shooting at them, or that shots had been fired. 

Sergeant Windrim told Investigators he observed Deputy Phil Santisteven begin to return fire 
through the bathroom door, as did Deputies ЕЕЕ and Brandt House, who were 
simultaneously attempting to take a position of cover inside the northwest bedroom, as they 
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fired through the bathroom wall. He said he immediately ordered his team members to exit 
the apartment, as he watched the bathroom door in the event the suspect was to exit and 
attempt to “engage them” once again. He said he immediately began to yell for the suspect 
to exit the bathroom and surrender, which again met with negative results. 


Sergeant Windrim said although he could not see the suspect and did not get a response 
from inside the bathroom, he speculated the suspect may have been shot. He said he was 
ordered by Lieutenant Ralph Omales, to surrender his position and exit the apartment. He 
said he reluctantly complied with the orders given him. 


Sergeant Windrim told Investigators, due to other team members being in his line of fire, he 
felt it unsafe and did not discharge his firearm. He said he was concerned and looked 
around to see if any cf his team members had been shot or injured. 


Sergeant Windrim concluded by telling Investigators a full investigation had been conducted 
by OSS Detective Tina Jones, which resulted in the search warrants being authorized. He 
said the suspecthad alsobeen named and identified during the investigation, again resulting 
in the authorization and execution of the warrants. 


Sergeant Windrim said he and his team members exited the premises after the gunfire, 
maintained a position outside the apartment and waited until the Special Enforcement 
Bureau (SEB) responded and took over the entry into apartment ll without additional 
information, the interview was concluded at approximately 1340 hours. 


On Thursday, 03-31-05, at approximately 1345 hours, Investigators interviewed Witness 
#12 Steve Brannigan. The interview was recorded. The following is a synopsis of that 
interview: 


Sergeant Brannigan told Investigators he has been a member of the Los Angeles County, 
Sheriff's Department, Safe Street Bureau, assigned as a supervisor to the Lakewood 
Station, Gang Enforcement Team. He said he has been with the Sheriffs Department for 
22 years. 


Sergeant Brannigan told Investigators earlier in the day, he had been detailed to assist in 
the execution ої a search warrant at loo ruft Place, apartment, in the city of 
Bellflower. He said he was assigned to watch and contain the rear ot apartment J, one 
of the target locations, along with Deputy Timothy Brennan. 


Sergeant Brannigan said when he and Deputy Brennan arrived at the apartment complex, 
they took there assigned position at the rear of apartment J. He said when he took his 


position at the rear of the building, he noticed a light illuminating from a bathroom window, 
which he felt was apartment. He said as he contained the rear of the building, he heard 
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Sergeant Windrim and his team making their announcement and knocking at the door of the 
target apartment. 


Sergeant Brannigan told investigators when he heard the announcement at the front door 
of the apartment, he noticed the light in the bathroom turning off and a male's head appear 
at the window of the bathroom, looking around. He described the male as Hispanic, clean 
shaven, with black hair. He said he illuminated the individual with his flashlight and shouted 
“don't even think about it,” believing the individual was possibly the suspect, looking to make 
an attempt to climb out of the window and make an escape. 


Sergeant Brannigan said the individual disappeared from the window once again, and then 
noticed the light in the bathroom turn on again. He said moments later, he heard Sergeant 
Windrom advise them via Sheriff's radio, that the targeted suspect was in the rear bedroom 
of the apartment. He said moments later, he heard the deputies at the front door of the 
apartment ordering the occupants to come out, heard a “banging” coming from the interior 
of the apartment as if they were banging on a door, followed by a “pop” then another "pop," 
which he recognized as gunshots. 


Sergeant Brannigan told Investigators after hearing the two gunshots, he immediately heard 
a “barrage” of gunfire, and took cover. He said from his assigned position at the rear of the 
apartment, he did not have a target, so he immediately took cover. He said seconds later 
when the gunfire ceased, he was relieved at his position by Sergeant Roller, who was also 
assisting on the search warrants. He said he ran to the front of apartment, to see ifany 
deputies had been injured and noticed deputies inside the apartment trying to exit the 
location. He said the front of the location was contained and the order to evacuate the 
surrounding apartments of any occupants was given. 


Sergeant Brannigan said the apartment was contained until the Special Enforcement Bureau 
(SEB) was contacted and responded to the scene to make entry into the apartment. 


Sergeant Brannigan concluded by telling Investigators, from his position, he was not aware 
how many civilians had been extracted from the apartment, prior to the shooting, but 
became aware that the person he observed at the bathroom window had in fact been the 
target suspect. He said he became concerned after he heard the gunshots that the suspect 
may make an attempt to exit the window, or begin shooting at he and Deputy Brennan. He 
said although he did not notice any bullets going through the apartment walls, he became 
concerned bullets may stray in his direction and immediately took cover. Without additional 
information, the interview was concluded. 


On Thursday, 03-31-05, at approximately 1345 hours, Investigators interviewed Witness 


#13 Timothy Matthew Brennan. The interview was recorded. The following is a synopsis 
of that interview: 
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Deputy Brennan told Investigators he has been a member of the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department, for 4 years, with 19 years of prior police experience with the Compton 
Police Department. He said his current assignment is with the Sheriff's Department, Safe 
Street Bureau, Gang Enforcement Team, at Lakewood Station. 


Deputy Brennan told Investigators he had attended a briefing at approximately 0500 hours, 
prior to the execution of a two location search warrant. He said he was given his assignment 
prior to the execution of the warrants and drove to the location. He indicated he and 
Sergeant Brannigan were assigned to contain the rear of apartmen gg. He said when they 
took their position, he heard the entry team making their announcement at the front of 
apartment. and heard as if people were being removed from the apartment. 


Deputy Brennan said as he and Sergeant Brannigan were at the rear of the apartment, he 
heard Sergeant Brannigan holler at someone, "don't even try it" and shining his flashlight at 
someone at a window. He said Sergeant Brannigan was approximately 50-60 south of his 
position at the rear of the apartment, but he (Brennan) could not see who Sergeant 
Brannigan was talking to. 


Deputy Brennan told Investigators approximately one minute after hearing Sergeant 
Brannigan making the announcement to the person at the window, he heard deputies making 
additional announcements inside the apartment. He believed deputies were still extracting 
people from inside apartment gg when he heard them. He said moments later, he heard 
the sound of two gunshots coming from the rear of the apartment, near the location where 
Sergeant Brannigan had been pesitioned. He said the two gunshots were followed by a 
volley of gunfire and deputies ordering people to exit the apartment. He said he immediately 
took cover, as did Sergeant Brannigan. 


Deputy Brennan said once the gunfire ceased, he noticed Deputy Santisteven looking around 
the building in his direction and inquired if they were okay. He said Deputy Santisteven, 
advised him that deputy personnel inside the apartment were safe. He said he maintained 
his position, until the Special Enforcement Unit (SEB) arrived atthe scene, made their entry 
and announced that the suspect was dead. 


Deputy Brennan concluded by telling Investigators he assisted in maintaining the crime scene 
until relieved by homicide investigators. Without additional information, the interview was 
concluded at 1400 hours. 
This investigation is continuing, with additional reports to follow.

On 03-31-05, at approximately 0720 hours, Detective Martinez was contacted at his 
residence and was assigned to assist Sergeants A. MacArthur and S. Nava with the 
investigation involving a deputy involved shooting which occurred in the city of Beliflower. 
| drove to the location and arrived at approximately 0845 hours. 


At the location, | met with Sergeants Nava and MacArthur and other investigators who were 
assigned to assist with the investigation. We were briefed on the incident by Lt. Ralph 
Ornelas, assigned to the Operation Safe Street Bureau and supervisor on the scene. Lt. 
Ornelas also led Investigators through the scene and explained the sequence of events. 
After the briefing, i was assigned to conduct a canvass of the area and interview occupants 
of the apartment complex. | was assisted in the interviews by Detective Scott A. Edge 
m= assigned to Sheriff's Department Civil Litigation Unit, and Senior Investigator 

ейтеу Oh, with Los Angeles County District Attorney's Bureau of Investigation. The 
interviews were recorded and the following is a summary of the interviews. 


At 1017 hours, Investigators knocked on the front door of apartment βββ. Мо one 
responded from within the location and a business card was left with instructions to contact 
Detective Martinez. 


At 1018 hours, Investigators contacted the residents of apartment И, the family. 
al said that he was sleeping on the couch in the livingroom when he was 
awakened by the sound of the police knocking on the neighbors door. He said that he 
woke his sister ЖШ o was also sleeping in the living room. He heard the police 
YELLING that they had a search warrant. He looked aut of his window and saw the police 
evacuating the residents of apartment directly across from them {apartment | Ж He said 
he heard the shooting after the people were evacuated. He said he heard several 
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gunshots. He believed that one of the gunshots was from a shotgun because it was louder 
than the others and because he saw ane of the officers holding a shotgun. He said he did 
not see the actual shooting because it took place inside the apartment. He said he was not 
sure what the police were yelling as they made entry into the apartment. but was sure that 
they were identifying themselves as sherift's and said that they had a search warrant. 


a тш ти and {If mother, said she was sleeping in the bedroom which 
15 on the east end of the apartment. She said that she was awakened by her children who 
came running into her room to inform her that there was shooting outside the location. 
They were afraid of being shot so they remained in her bedroom for safety. After the 
shooting, she said she looked out of her living room window and saw the police standing 
in the courtyard. She said she did not hear the police attempting to make entry into the 
apartment nor the shooting because she was asleep. 


s said that she was sleeping on the living room floor with her three chiidren 
when she was awakened by the loud sound of the police who were knocking on the front 


door of the neighbor's apartment. She said the police knocked on the door for awhile and 
identified themselves as deputies. She said the police eventually opened the door and 
ordered the people in the apartment to exit. Once all of the occupants were out, it was 
quiet for a period of about 30 seconds then the shooting started. She said that she heard 
about five or six gunshots and they were continuous.

At 1641 hours, Investigators interviewed the Lima family who are the residents of 
apartment. s was interviewed in Spanish by Detective Martinez. She 
said that she was home with her husband, Ü and their children, during the 
incident, but he had left for work at about 0800 hours. She said her вол | was 
also present during the incident, but had left for school. 


She said that they were all asleep at the time of the incident, but were awakened by the 
sounds of the police who were banging on the door of apartment ll. She heard the police 
yell, “Open the door! Police.” She believes that they knocked on the door for a period of 
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about two minutes. She also saw the police run to the other apartment (apartment) 
and began knocking on the that door. The police ordered the occupants to exit with their 
hands in the air. She saw the police evacuate the residents of the apartment, A short time 
later, she heard the gunshots and then the police ordered everyone to get down, She 
believes that the man who lives at the apartment probably started shooting at the police 
because the police told everyone to get down and get cover. She said she knew they were 
police because they were in police uniform. She said she was sleeping in her bedroom 
which is at the west end of the apartment, closer to the courtyard, and she tooked through 
her bedroom windows to make the observations.

was interviewed and he said he was sleeping in his bedroom which is at the 
rear or east end of the apartment, opposite the courtyard, when he was awakened by the 
gunshots. He awoke and saw his tather down on the floor and he too went down to the 
floor for cover, He said he also heard screaming after the gunshots. He cid not know who 
was screaming, but said it was male and he was unable to make out what was being said. 


=a was interviewed and she said that she was steeping in her bedroom 
which 15 on the west side of the apartment, which is closer to the courtyard, when she 
heard the police screaming and knocking on the door of apartment (apartment 

). She heard the police say, "Sheriff's department. Open the door!" She said she heard 
about seven or eight gunshots. She said she looked out of her bedroom window and saw 
the Sheriff's Daputies who were dressed in uniforms. 


The interviews were terminated at 1056 hours. 


Atapproximately 1104 hours, Investigators contacted the occupants in apartment Il] We 
spoke with Ms. who said that she was a friend of the residents, 

and е explained that she is not a resident of the location and 
was not present when the incident occurred, She said she arrived shortly before 0900 
hours, and the police were aiready present and the residents had been evacuated and 
were standing in the courtyard. She said she comes by to assist the by doing 
house chores since they are elderly and have a difficult time caring for themselves. 
Detective Martinez interviewed Ш Д Spanish. Не said that Һе was 
asleep at the time and was awakened by the commation. He said ha went outside because 
he was concerned tor his daughter and grand daughter who live in apartment A He saw 
the police standing in front of his apartment and they directed him to return to his 
apartment. He said that he did not see or hear anything. Ms ЕНЕ pointed out that 
althoughf was the more lucid of the two, his vision was poor because he has 


cataracts. 
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We attempted to interview Mrs but communicating was difficult because 
she is almost completely deaf. She stated she did not see or hear anything. 


the interviews were terminated at 1140 hours. 

At 1117 hours, investigators interviewed the residents in apartment ШЕ investigators 
initially contacted C NN who identified herself as the head of the 
household. She said she was not present when the incident occurred and she returned to 
her home because her children notified her at work. 

Investigators interviewed the ^» o ОИ who said she awakened 
by the sound of gunfire. She said she was sleeping in her bedroom at the time. She said 
she did not look to see what was occurring. She remained in her room the entire time. 
Investigators interviewed wr who said he was sleeping in his 
bedroom when he was awakened by the police knocking on the neighbor's door followed 
by the gunshots. He said that he heard the police order the occupants of the apartment to 
exit. 


said he was sleeping and was awakened by the gunshots. He

Investigators interviewed who said that he is a friend of the family 
and was living with them. He said he was sleeping on the livingroom floor when he heard 
the policemen knocking on the door of apartment A short time later, he heard the 


gunshots. He said he heard the police say, "Police. We have a search warrant." He said 
he looked out of the livingroom window and saw the occupants of apartment in the 
courtyard. He also saw the police standing in the courtyard and recognized them as police 
because they had the word "Sheriff" on their shirts. 


The interviews were terminated at 1124 hours. 


At 1128 hours, Investigators interviewed the residents of apartment Detective 
Martinez conducted the interviews in Spanish. said he was 
Sleeping in his bedroom, which is adjacent to the court yard, when he heard knocking at 


the door of apartment Bil He then heard knocking at the door of apartment) Не 
heard the police yelling, but could not discem what was being said. He said he did not look 
out the window. About fifteen minutes later, he heard shooting in the apartment next door 
зо he brought his children into his bedroom and they all remained there until the police 
directed them to evacuate. He estimated there were about ten gunshots. 
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Detective Martinez also interviewed Й in Spanish. She said she was 
sleeping at the time when she heard someone knocking on the door of the apartment next 
door. She heard someone yelling, in English, “open the door. We know your ‘re in there.” 
She said she got up and looked out her bedroom door and saw the man next door named 
sami standing in the courtyard along with other family members and police officers. 

pproximately three to five minutes later, she heard some gunshots. She said that a short 
time later, some police who were standing in the rear instructed them to exit the apartment. 


The interview was terminated at 1141 hours. 


The residents of apartment were interviewed at 1155 hours. Detective Martinez 
interviewed MR. in Spanish. He said he was in his bedroom, which 
is on the opposite side of the apartment, when he heard someone knocking on the 
apartment door next door. He said that the police were saying something but he could not 
understand what was said because they were yelling in English and he does not 
understand English. He said that approximately five minutes later, he heard some 
gunshots. A while later, a police officer came to the front door and asked them vacate the 
premises. He said he did not look out the window or observe anything. 


Detective Martinez also interviewed MRS. in Spanish. She said she was 
in the bedroom with her husband, and their children. She said she heard the 
knocking and screaming next door. A short time later she heard several gunshots. They 
remained in the apartment the entire time until the police asked them to exit the apartment. 
She said that about a half hour later, she heard another volley of gunfire. She said she did 
not understand what was said because she does not understand English. She said that 
while the police were in the apartment, they heard banging on the doors and on the walls. 
She said that they remained in the bedroom the entire time until they were ordered out by 
the deputies. 


Investigators then escorted the [MJ into the bedroom and pointed out the damage 
that was done by the gunshots that penetrated their bathroom wall from the adjacent 
apartment, apartment.

NARRATIVE 


On 03-31-2005 at 0715 hours, Sergeants Alec MacArthur and Sandra Nava were 
detailed from their respective residences to Pl Woodruff Place in the city of 
Bellflower. They were to conduct an investigation into the circumstances surrounding 
the shooting incident involving deputies from the Lakewood Sheriff's Station Operation 
Safe Streets (OSS) Gang Unit. The deputy personnel were involved in an on duty 
shooting and the suspect, Jesus Montano, MH/30, was deceased. 
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On 03-31-2005 at 0825 hours, Investigators arrived at a command post located in front 
of the apartment complex at joodruff Place, Bellfiower. Investigators MacArthur 
and Nava were assigned as the lead Investigators handling the shooting incident. Other 
Investigators from the Sheriffs Homicide Bureau were assigned to assist in the scene 
location investigation and witness/canvass investigation. 


After arriving at the scene, Investigators were briefed by Lieutenant Ralph Ornelas, 
assigned to the Sheriff's Department Operation Safe Streets Bureau. Lieutenant 
Ornelas obtained public safety statements from the deputies involved in the shooting 
and was a witness to the shooting. He advised that Deputy Daniel Castaneda, 
um assigned to Lakewood Station patrol, was preparing the first report regarding 
the shooting incident. That first report will become a permanent part of this case file. 


Lieutenant Ornelas advised Investigators that members of the Lakewood Sheriffs 
Station OSS Unit were conducting a two location search warrant operation at MM 
Woodruff Place, Apartments ΜΗ and in the city of Belifiower. He stated the 
briefing was conducted at approximately 0500 hours in the team office at Lakewood 
Statlon, They were assisted for the warrant service by the Lakewood Station, Bellflower 
Special Assignment Officers (ЗАО), The Lakewood OSS Team was assigned 
apartment Е апа the Beliflower SAO Team was assigned Apartment ММ 


Both teams arrived at the apartment complex at approximately 0530 hours and gained 
entry from the north and south driveways of the large apartment complex. Both. 
assigned locations were in the rear (west) portion of the apartment complex. Both 
teams parked their vehictes and approached the apartments on fcot and simultaneously 
conducted knock & notice. Lt. Ornelas stated he was with the OSS team at apartment 


Neither team had to force entry because the doors were opened by the occupants. 
While conducting a sweep of the interior of Unit m Sheriff's personnel from the 
Lakewood OSS Team became involved in a shooting. The primary suspect, Jesus 
Montano, had apparently barricaded himself within the confines of the bathroom of Unit 
Bl. Four deputy personnel fired rounds from both their 8mm handguns and a 12 
gauge shotgun into the bathroom area and extricated themselves from the apartment. 


Deputy personnel contained the location and awaited the arrival of the Special 
Enforcement Bureau (SEB) personnel. Once SEB personnel arrived, they cleared the 
location by using tear gas. They also used Arwin rounds to knock out the bathroom 
window. They eventually made entry into the residence and bathroom area and found 
Suspect Montano deceased on the bathroom floor. 


All personnel involved in the shooting and other civilian witnesses were transported to 
Lakewood Sheriff's Station for further interviews by Homicide Investigators. 
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Investigators MacArthur and Nava assigned Sergeants William Marsh and Don Walls to 
conduct the scene location investigation. They were assisted by members from the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department Crime Lab. Their reports will become a 
permanent part of this case file. 


Investigators Jose Romero and George Martinez were assigned to conduct a canvass 
for additional witnesses at the scene location and also to assist with other witness 
interviews at the station. Their reports will become a permanent part of this case file. 


Investigators MacArthur and Nava responded to Lakewood Sheriff's Station to conduct 
interviews. They first conducted interviews of various persons that were inside the 
residence. They later determined the occupants of the residence were relatives of 
Suspect Montano. Prior to the interviews being conducted, Investigators made a formal 
death notification to the mother and common-law wife of Suspect Montano. 


On 03-31-2005 at approximately 1010 hours, Sergeant MacArthur conducted an 
interview παπι Present during the interview was Sergeant 
Rick Smith, assigned to the Sheriff's Department Internal Affairs Bureau. This interview 
was audio recorded and a copy of that recording will be maintained in the case file. 


Witness am stated that she resides in Apartment fü, at Woodruff 


Place in the city о! flower. She stated that she got up at approximately 0530 hours 
and at that time there were members of the Sheriff's Department knocking at her door. 
She was detained at the front door and placed in the rear seat of a radio car. She 
related that she saw Sheriff's personnel down in front of Apartment She heard 
approximately five to seven gun shots. Witness | stated that she knows a male 
Hispanic by the name of "Yogi," and that he is a friend of her daughter's. She stated 
that her daughter was at the Lakewood Sheriff's Station in custody for a MI 
related offense. She said her daughter is 17 years old. 


Apartment |. She stated that the Sheriffs personnel were wearing items of clothing 
that clearly identified them as police or sheriffs personnel. Witness ШЕ had no further 
information to provide Investigators and the interview was ended. 


Witness m с: that she did not associate with the persons that reside within 


On 03-31-2005 at approximately 1025 hours, Investigator MacArthur interviewed 
ws Gu s Also in the interview was Sergeant Rick Smith from 
the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was 
recorded and a copy of that recording will be maintained in the case file. 


Witness stated that she resides at the scene location of ЕШ 
Woodruff Place, Apartment [J She stated that the location is a one bedroom 
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apartment and she lives there with her older sister, , and her niece and nephew. 
She stated that she stays in the bedroom with her niece, 


iness И said she heard a knock at the door and stated she was asked to step 
outside. She stated that she was unaware that Jesus Montano was inside the 
residence and that he is the son of her sister, YI) She told Investigators that she 
knew the people in the apartment that morning were police because they were wearing 


green jackets. She stated she heard the gunshots while she was standing outside but 
that was all. It should be noted tha s and 
takes medication for various conditions including : 

The interview with Witness EE was ended. 


On 03-31-2005 at 1036 hours, Investigator MacArthur conducted an interview with 
FH/20. Also in the interview room was Sergeant Rick 
mith trom the Sheriff's Department Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was 
recorded and a copy of that recording will be maintained in this case file. 


stated that she lives at the location at YY Woodruff Place, 

| with her aunt, She said she stays in the bedroom with 
She stated that her brother also resides at the location and his name 
She stated that she woke up at around 5 in the morning and heard 
sheriffs yelling. She stated that she went outside with other family members and that 
her sister-in-law, as also present. Her sister-in-law И was in the 
same bedroom she was in with her five children. She stated she did remember one 
officer asking if Jesus was in the bathroom. She was unclear if he had spent the night 
or not and that it was possible he may have come over later after she was asleep. 


wins stated that Jesus Montano is her older brother and he lives somewhere 
else. le outside being detained, she heard gunshots coming from inside. She 
thought there was "a lot of them.” She stated she did not hear anything else after that 
and was escorted away from the scene location by Sheriffs Department personnel. 


The interview with Witness [I was ended. 


On 03-31-2005 at approximately 1050 hours, Investigator MacArthur conducted an 
interview with Witness el MH/17. Also in the interview 
was Sergeant Rick Smith from Sheriffs Department Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
interview was recorded and a copy of the recording will be maintained in this case file. 


Witness ЕНЕ stated that he resides at the apartment complex at [Woodruff 
Place, Apartment m in the city of Bellflower. He stated that he resides there with his 
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mother, and he sleeps in the living room on the floor. It should be 
noted tha was also present during the interview. He stated that he and 
his mother both sleep in the living room area. Witness related that also in the 


residence was his sister-in-law, ind she was there with her five 
children. He related that the five children also belonged to his older brother, Jesus 


Montano. He stated tha and her five younger children were all in the rear 
bedroom with 


Witness ЕН stated that he woke up to screaming and his mother had opened the 
front door. He stated the screaming was Sheriff's Department personnel telling them to 
step outside. He stated that he was handcuffed by the sheriffs for their own protection. 
He stated that they all went outside and were detained. He stated that he was unsure if 
Jesus (his half brother) was there because he gets up early and therefore goes to sleep 
early. He stated he heard the Sheriff's personnel banging on what he believed was the 
bathroom door, then heard multiple gunshots. Then they were moved off to the side 
and they got into the car and drove over to the church just south of the location. 


When asked if Witness sssi: remembered what the personnel were wearing, he 
stated that he immediately recognized the Sheriffs Department personnel because of 
the uniforms they were wearing. 


The interview was ended with Witness ШЕ. 


On 03-31-2005 at 1105 hours, Investigator MacArthur interviewed Witness 
EAN FH/29. Also in the interview room was Sergeant Rick Smith of the 

eriff's Department Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was recorded and a copy of 
that recording will be maintained in the case file. 


Witness ИИЦ, tated that she is the common-law wife and mother of Suspect 
Montano's five children. She related that the children, range in ages between 10 to 4 
years. She stated the children's names are , 10 years old; | 8 years old; 

, 6 years old; Е: 5 years old: and 4 years old. She stated all five 
children were sleeping in various areas of the bedroom at the scene location. She 
stated she was staying at the location to help her mother-in-law Ra prepare to 
move. She related that last night at around 10 or 11 p.m., Jesus Montano came over to 
the residence. She asked him to stay and they slept on the floor in the bedroom. They 
woke up to the banging and lights in their eyes. She stated at that point she did not see 
where Jesus Montano had gone. 


Investigator MacArthur asked Witness И Suspect Montano was in possession 
of anything when he arrived the night before. She related that he came over with his 
little black bag. She stated that he usually carries it with him; however, she is unsure 
what is inside the bag. She stated that he has been arrested before and that she knows 
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at least one of the charges was a weapon's charge for possession of a gun. She stated 
that he is from the “Chicano” gang and has several tattoos on his body to reflect that. 


Witness stated that she was called out by police who told her to put her hands 
up. She stated that she carried her youngest son out and they all went outside. She 
said she was asked if anyone else was inside and that she told the officers that Jesus 
was in the back. While she was being detained out front she heard shots, “a lot of 
shots.” She stated that she and others started screaming and she could hear deputy 
personnel yelling, “Sheriffs Department. Sheriff's Department.” She stated that she 
heard some more yelling prior to the entry into the bathroom. She stated that she was 
escorted away from the front of the scene location after the shooting. 


Witness [had nothing further to add and the interview was ended. 


On 03-31-2005 at approximately 1430 hours, investigators MacArthur and Nava 
conducted an interview of Victim Deputy PHILLIP SANTISTEVEN. Deputy Santisteven 
stated that he is assigned to the Lakewood Sheriff's Station Operation Safe Streets 
Gang Unit, as a Investigator/Detective. He stated that on today's date at approximately 
0500 hours, he attended a briefing in the OSS office at Lakewood Sheriff's Station. The 
briefing was for a two location search warrant operation that was to be conducted at 
oc Place, Apartments and in the city of Bellflower. He stated that 
the investigating officer and author of the search warrants was Deputy Tina Jones. He 
stated that he and the OSS Team were assigned Apartment m which was the primary 
location for the named suspect, Jesus Montano. He related there was an arrest 
(Ramey) warrant and a search warrant at both locations. He stated that the Bellflower 
Special Assignment Officers Team was assigned Apartment to search. 


Deputy Santisteven related that the search warrant had been obtained because of the 
crime involving criminal threats with a handgun by Suspect Montano. He stated that 
Suspect Montano was an "Eastside Paramount" gang member. 


Deputy Santisteven related that team members discussed tactical considerations and 
that he was assigned to deploy the ram. The apartment unit had a front door that was 
unbarred and that only the ram would be required. He stated that he and his team 
members arrived at approximately 0520 or 0530 hours at the rear of the apartment 
complex. He stated the day before he had pre-scouted the location and he was familiar 
with the apartment complex. There was to be a simultaneous knock and notice at both 
locations. His team leader was Sergeant Windrum and he was audio recording the 
entry. After the knock and notice was given, a female answered the front door of 
Apartment EN. Everyone was asked to exit the unit and then the location would be 
cleared by his fellow team members. 
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Deputy Santisteven was advised the primary (Suspect Montano) was believed to be 
inside the residence. The apartment was very small and Deputy Santisteven stood at 
the front doorway holding the ram. He was also watching the people outside who were 
already detained. 


Deputy Santisteven stated the entry team went inside the location. The entry team was 
in the first position, Deputy , second position, Deputy House, third position, 
Sergeant Windrum, and fourth position, Deputy Jones. He stated after the initial entry 
he was called up to ram the bathroom door. He stated that he hit the door just to the 
right of the doorknob and it went through the hollow cord door. This caused a rather 
large hole to be put in the door and then he took a step or half step back to hit the door 
again. The first strike did not open the door and he again stepped forward to hit the 
door a second time with the ram. As he stepped forward he heard a gunshot. Deputy 
Santisteven stated that he thought the gunshot was directed at him. He thought he was 
being fired upon and felt that his life was in danger. At that point, he started to back out 
and at some point dropped the ram. 


Deputy Santisteven said he also got his duty weapon out and fired Into the bathroom 
towards the threat. At one point he thought he heard another shot come from the 
interior of the bathroom. He continued to back up as he fired. He knew that Sergeant 
Windrum and Deputy Jones were behind him and that he was in a very confined area in 
the hallway in front of the bathroom door. He thought that he fired for approximately 4 
seconds and he looked down and saw the slide on his Beretta was in the locked back 
position. He stated he dropped his empty magazine and reloaded his weapon with a full 
magazine. At that point no more shots were being fired and he did not fire again. 


Deputy Santisteven stated that he and his team members did a tactical withdrawal from 
the residence. Deputy Santisteven felt that the suspect had shot at him personally. He 
stated once he and his team exited, he heard continuous announcements directed at 
the suspect to come out. In their announcements they said the suspect would not be 
hurt. He felt it was obvious no one was coming out. At that point a determination was 
made to evacuate and check on the welfare of other persons living in the surrounding 
apartments. The Special Enforcement Bureau was notified of the incident and he and 
his fellow involved deputies were transported to Lakewood Sheriff's Station. 


investigator MacArthur showed Deputy Santisteven a diagram drawn on a 8 1/2 by 11 
sheet of plain paper. The diagram consisted of a hastily drawn interior floor plan of the 
Apartment m Deputy Santisteven provided Investigators with approximate 
positioning of himself and other deputy personnel. He put his name and signed it to the 
document. That drawing will become a permanent part of this case file. 


Deputy Santisteven stated that the bathroom door had been locked and that his position 
was just north of that bathroom door in the hallway. He stated that he swung the ram 
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from his left side. Deputies House and were near the bedroom which was behind 
him to the north. Deputy Jones and Sergeant Windrum were also behind him, possibly 
near the entrance to the living room. 


When the ram went through the bathroom door and Deputy Santisteven stepped back, 
he did that to get out of the way of the entry team. He only took a half step when he 
realized the door had not opened. It was at that point that he heard what he thought 
was the sound of а 38 caliber pistol being fired. Deputy Santisteven said, "І thought I 
was going to die.” He related that he was in an exposed area and started firing into the 
bathroom door area. He stated that he felt it was his only option to lay down as much 
cover fire as possible and back out. He fired his 9mm handgun while backing up. 


Deputy Santisteven took up a position near the hall door. He stated that he knew there 
were people behind him and did not know what they were doing. He said, “I didn't hear 
any other shooting because | focused on what | was doing.” He quickly did a mental 
check of his body because he did not know if he had been hit. He then remembered 
Sergeant Windrum ordering everyone out of the location, He stated he backed out and 
he knew that Deputies μα and House were still in the bedroom to his north. He 
stated that they exited right after he did but he did not hear anything more. He stated 
that it was usual for his team members to give orders and clearing notices and that they 
were given. He stated that these orders consisted of statements like "come out and you 
won't be harmed” and "Sheriff's Department, we have a search warrant." 


At this time during the interview, the examination of Deputy Santisteven's duty weapon 
was conducted. Deputy Santisteven's duty weapon is a Beretta 92F, Serial 
#BER117639. Deputy Santisteven stated he carries his duty weapon loaded with 15 
9mm rounds in the magazine and one round in the chamber. The examination of 
Deputy Santisteven's duty weapon revealed it was loaded with one live Winchester 
Luger 9mm round in the chamber and 14 rounds 9mm Luger rounds in the magazine. 


At this time during the interview, Deputy Santisteven stated that, “I'm glad to be alive, 
when you're standing at the door and hearing gunfire... you know.” 


Deputy Santisteven could add nothing further, therefore, the interview was terminated. 
For specific details on this interview, refer to the audio recorded conversation. 


On 03-31-2005 at 1521 hours, investigators MacArthur and Nava interviewed Deputy 
BRANDT HOUSE, at the Lakewood Sheriff's Station's Detective Bureau Lieutenant's 
office. Also in the interview was an "ALADS" attorney from Green and Shinee by the 
name of Elizabeth Gibbons. 


Deputy House is assigned as a Operation Safe Streets, Gang Investigator/Detective. 
He has been assigned to the Lakewood OSS Team for approximately one year. Deputy 
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House told Investigators that on today's date he arrived at Lakewood Sheriffs Station 
OSS office at approximately 0500 hours for a search warrant operation briefing. He 
Stated that the team was conducting a two location search warrant at the apartments at 


HE oodruff Place, Units lana |] in the city of Венйомег. 


The Lakewood OSS Team was assisted by personnel from the Bellflower Special 
Assignment Officers Team. He stated that all the personnel arrived at the location and 
the OSS Team was assigned Unit and the SAO Team was assigned Unit. 
They conducted a simultaneous knock and notice and that he was assigned to conduct 
the “knock and notice” on Unit) He stated that he used his streamlight flashlight to 
knock on the door several times very loudly and announce, “Sheriff's Department, we 
have a search warrant.” He stated that a female Hispanic answered the door and was 
advised regarding the search warrant. 


Deputy House stated that he and Deputy were in the number 1 and 2 position on 
the entry team and were assigned to cover the interior. He stated the occupants of the 
location were directed to walk outside. He remembers seeing at least five small 
children and that several times he or Deputy would call the children to them. He 
stated that the kids would start to walk towards them and then a female near the 
bedroom would call them back. He stated that he thought she was purposely delaying 
the process, possibly because whoever else was in the room was attempting to hide or 
conceal themselves. All the children and the mother finally came out and identified 
them as Mand her five children. 


Deputy House stated he and Deputy entered the residence and first cleared the 
kitchen and then the northwest bedroom of the small one bedroom apartment. He 
stated he entered the hallway and was behind Deputy lll and the bathroom door 
was Closed and locked. He stated that they knocked and ordered the suspect to come 
out. At that point it was decided to force entry through the bathroom door and the ram 
was requested. 


Deputy Santisteven was in charge of the ram and approached the bathroom door. 
Deputy Santisteven hit the bathroom door once and the ram made a hole in the door. 
Within a second after the ram hit the door, Deputy House heard two gunshots. He 
thought the gunshots sounded like they were being fired in his direction. He stated that 
immediately he was in fear for his life and the life of his partners, plus the other deputies 
behind them. He stated that he and Deputy moved into the bedroom to get out of 
the line of fire and provide an exit for the deputies in the hallway near the bathroom 
door. 


Deputy House stated while in the bedroom, he returned fire through the wail of the open 
closet. He thought he fired approximately six times with his duty weapon, a 9mm 
Beretta pistol. He stated that Гер У was armed with the 12-gauge shotgun and 
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he thought he fired approximately two to three rounds through the closet wall towards 
ће bathroom. He said he heard a lot of gunfire going on but was not sure if it was 
going in or coming out of the bathroom. 


Deputy House stated he heard Sergeant Windrum order everyone out. In order to get 
out, he and Deputy had to pass in front of the bathroom door again. He stated 
that when he did, he thought he heard another gunshot coming from the interior of the 
bathroom. He then said the first two to three shots he had heard he was positive what 
they were. The second time he heard shots he was not positive it was a shot. As he 
passed the bathroom door, he fired more cover fire into the door. He stated that Deputy 

fired one round from his 12-gauge shotgun. He stated that when he exited the 
осайоп, he did a tactical reload of his pistol. He said he took the partially loaded 
magazine from his weapon and placed it into his ammo pouch and put a fully loaded 
magazine into his pistol. 


Deputy House stated that Sergeant Windrum was still inside covering the bathroom 
door as best he could from the kitchen area. He stated he rejoined him at that position 
and assisted covering the bathroom door. He said that it was at that point the lieutenant 
outside told everyone to get out of the location and he did. He stated he was going to 
use his hand held radio to advise of the shooting incident and request further assisting 
units; however, he heard someone else on the radio advising units of what had 
occurred. 


Sergeant MacArthur showed Deputy House a hand drawn interior floor plan of 
Apartment М. He asked Deputy House to position himself to the best of his 
recollection on the diagram to show his position within the interior of the scene location. 
He made several markings on the map showing his position and positions where he 
believed he fired from. The diagram was signed by him and will become a permanent 
part of this case file. 


Deputy House stated that he made knock and notice announcements. Deputy House 
positioned himself west of Deputy [J while they were firing in the northwest 
bedroom of the scene location. He stated that when he started shooting through the 
closet wall, the doors were open. He knew he was putting his rounds into the bathroom 
area where he believed the suspect was. He described the location as very “close 
quarters.” He again stated that to exit the scene location, he had to pass the bathroom 
door and this was dangerous because of how exposed he was. He stated that he could 
not say for sure if the firing came from the bathroom. 


Deputy House further added that he would have shot anyway because of his exposure 
to being fired upon as he went passed the bathroom door. He stated that he believed 
he fired a total of four rounds as he passed. He stated that once completely removed 
from the scene location and waited to be relieved. He stated he could see through the 
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holes in the bathroom door, however, he could not see a person inside, Deputy House 
stated he used a flashlight but the lighting et the time of the search warrant service was 
enough to see while inside the location. 


At this time during the interview, an examination of Deputy House's duty weapon was 
conducted. Deputy House's duly weapon is a Beretta 92F, Serlal #BER102477Z. He 
Stated he carries his duty weapon loaded with 15 9mm rounds in the magazine and one 
Smm round ín the chamber. The examination of Deputy House's duty weapon showed 
it loaded with one live Winchester Luger 9mm round in the chamber and 15 live 9mm 
Luger rounds ín the magazine, He then showed Investigators the magazine he had 
removed from the weapon after the shooting and Investigators noted that it contained 
five live 9mm Luger rounds. This would indicate that 10 rounds were fired during the 
initial shooting. At that point Investigators ended the interview at 1541 hours. 


On 03-31-2005, Sergeant MacArthur spoke with Deputy DAN NATHAN, assigned to 
the Special Enforcement Bureau. Deputy Nathan advised that he was опе of the 
personnel who conducted an entry and search of the interior of the residence after the 
initial shooting. He stated that prior to entry, deputies used rubber projectiles to knock 
out the bathroom window. This was done so that a pole camera could be put in the 
window, He stated that by using the camera they could see that Suspect Montano was 
down on the floor of the bathroom. He related that entry was made into the location and 
it was cleared. They discovered Suspect Montano deceased. Special Enforcement, 
Emergency Services Detail Paramedic Deputy James Harrell pronounced Suspect 
Montano dead at 0713 houra. 


A supplemental report will be prepared by SEB personnel regarding the damage done 
and the clearance of the location. That report will become a permanent oart of this case 
fila. 


On 04-02-2005 at 0900 hours, Investigator MacArthur, accompanied by Lieutenant Al 
Grotefend and Lieutenant Debra Lenhart, attended the postmortem examination of 
Suspect Montano. The exam was conducted by Dr. Solomon Riley. Dr. Riley advised 
there was one gunshot wound to the head and that projectile did not exit. He stated the 
round entered on the right side just above and forward of his right ear and the bullet 
appeared lodged in the left front area of the skull. He related that there were no other 
bullet wounds of any kind on Suspect Montano. He further stated that the bullet wound 
appeared to have been self inflicted and that the death was to be classified as a suicide. 
Further observations and statements by Dr. Riley would be contained in the Coroners 
Office protocol. That report will become a permanent part of this case file. 


Due to the Coroner's Office statement relating to the cause of death being classified as 


a suicide, this case classification will be changed from Deputy involved Shooting, 
Suspect Deceased to Apparent Suicide, the Stat Code will be changed from 013 to 451. 
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The investigation will continue with further reports to follow as needed.

Witness J mother opened the front door and the deputies entered his home. Не 
was sitting on the couch in the living room with his mother ne and his sister 
hen he heard deputies knocking αἱ the neighbor's home (apartment 
). He could hear the deputies saying, “open the door.” Approximately five minutes 
later, he heard about six gunshots.

Witness БЕН stated that she was asleep and at approximately 0700 hours, this 
morning, she was awakened by loud banging at her front door. She thought it was the 
police at her door. Two nights prior to this incident the police were at her home looking 
for a stolen bicycle. \М\/ипез В got up and ran to the front door believing there 


may be some type of an emergency. 
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The deputies at the door made everyone come out of the house. Once outside the 
deputies asked her if anyone else was still in the house and she told them she didn't 
think anyone else was in the house.

She told 
them that he was at the house last night, but did not know if he spent the night.

She added that the residents in 
apartmen 9 were not cooperating with the deputies because the deputies were 
knocking at their door for approximately five to seven minutes and continually yelling

On 03-31-2005, at 1105 hours, Sergeants Sandra Nava and Alec MacArthur conducted 
an interview of Witness Lieutenant Ralph Ornelas at Lakewood Sheriff Station. Also 
present at the interview was Sergeant John Harris from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department Internal Affairs and Deputy District Attorney Valerie Aenlle-Rocha 
The following is a synopsis of that taped interview. 


Lieutenant Ornelas stated that he has been a member of the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department for the past twenty six years. He has been assigned to the 
Operation Safe Street Bureau (OSS) for the past three and a half years 


On today's date, approximately 0540 hours the Lakewood OSS Gang Unit served 
search and arrest warrants at [Woodruff Place, apartment and. in the 
City of Bellflower. They were assisted by the Beliflower Special Assignment Officers 
(SAO Team). The Beliflower SAO team served the warrant at арагітпепі and the 
Lakewood OSS team served the warrant at apartment ШЕ. 


Lieutenant Ornelas stated that as he approached apartment , he saw Sergeant 
Windrum and other Lakewood OSS deputies bringing Witness and her son 
= out of the apartment. They placed handcuffs on the son, 

commands were given for other family members to come out of the house. He stood 
between Witness and a tree in front of the residence. He heard Sergeant 
Windrum asking w if Suspect Montano was inside the apartment. 
Witness told them that she was unsure if Suspect Montano was inside. 
Lieutenant Ornelas, at that point, asked Witness | ЕЕ if Suspect Montano was 
inside. He explained to her that his concern was for the safety of the deputies as well 
as the family members. 


Sergeant Windrum began making several announcements for Suspect Montano to 
come out of the apartment. When they did not get a response, the decision was made 
to enter and clear the apartment. Sergeant Windrum, Detectives. Jones, 
Santisteven, and House entered the apartment. Lieutenant Ornelas remained outside 
with Suspect Montano’s family members and continued speaking with Witness 
E] He also kept a visual on the inside of the apartment. 
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The OSS team inside the apartment checked the living room, kitchen and bedroom for 
Suspect Montano. Sergeant Windrum again asked Witness if Suspect 
Montano was inside the apartment. Lieutenant Ornelas hears Sergeant Windrum 
telling one of the deputies to check the bathroom door. He then heard Sergeant 
Windrum say, “ram up." Detective Santisteven struck the bathroom door with the ram. 
Simultaneously, Lieutenant Ornelas heard two muffled gunshots. He then heard 
several of the detectives say that they were being fired upon. He heard Sergeant 
Windrum immediately tell the detectives to pull back and get out of the line of fire. He 
then heard approximately ten gunshots and Sergeant Windrum yelling for the 
detectives to back away from the bathroom door. Lieutenant Ornelas began moving 
the family away from the apartment and out of the line of fire. He returned to the 
apartment and told the OSS team to back out of the apartment. Lieutenant Ornelas, 
Sergeant Brannigan, OSS Detective Brennan, and the SAO team removed the 
residents from apartment ММ and evacuated other residents in the apartment complex, 
Apartment was contained and held for the arrival of Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB). 


Lieutenant Ornelas stated that it took approximately five minutes to get the family 
members out of the house. One of the females J was standing in the hallway of 
the apartment with her children and was purposely stalling to come out of the house. 
Also, there was a second female with a ЕЕЕ inside the apartment and that 
took some time to get her out of the apartment. He added that from the time the 
“Knock and Notice” was given to the time of the shooting was approximately five 
minutes. 


Sergeants Nava and MacArthur concluded their interview with Lieutenant Ornelas at 
1156 hours. 


INTERVIEW OF DETECTIVE ООО 


On 03-31-2005, at 1250 hours, Sergeants Sandra Nava and Alec MacArthur conducted 
an interview of Witness Detective И et Lakewood Sheriff Station. Also 
present at the interview was Sergeant John Harris from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department Internal Affairs, Deputy District Attorney Valerie Aenlle-Rocha, and 
Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The following is 
a synopsis of that taped interview. 


Detective ШЕШ stated that he has been a member of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 


Department for the past sixteen years. He has been assigned to the Operation Safe 
Street Bureau (OSS) for the past five years. 
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On today's date, at approximately 0500 hours, Detective fg stated he attended 
briefing for a search warrant they were serving on Suspect Montano. Suspect 
Montano was wanted for Terrorist Threats (422 P.C.) against one of the other residents 
in the apartment complex. Suspect Montano threatened the victim with a gun. He 
added that he had arrested Suspect Montano in the past. Suspect Montano is à gang 
member with Compton Varrio Chicano Street Gang. He is also a gang member with 
Eastside Paramount Street Gang. After briefing he responded to [Woodruff 
Place, МИ. Detective House was assigned to handle the "Knock and Notice" at the 
residence and Detectiv y) was assigned to carry the shotgun. 


Detective took up a position behind a large tree that was east of the front door of 
the residence. When Detective House made the "knock and notice”, Detective Sl 
observed the curtains in the living room window begin to move. When no one wou 
answer the front door, Sergeant Windrum asked for the ram. One of the females 
(Witness MN) inside the residence, at that point, opened the front door. They had 
the female step out of the house. Detective moved forward and took up а 
position on the south side of the threshold of the doorway. He saw a male Hispanic 
= approximately eighteen years old laying on the living room floor. The male 
ispanic was also ordered out of the house. Once the male Hispanic == was out 
of the house, they repeatedly yelled into the residence, "Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department, everyone come out.” Detective could see movement coming from 
the northwest bedroom. After approximately five minutes, a female Hispanic 
came out of the northwest bedroom. She stood in the hallway and was holding a small 
child that was covered up by a blanket. The detectives ordered the female Hispanic 
several times to come out of the house. it was apparent that the female was ignoring 
their commands and purposely stalling to come out of the house. The female Hispanic 
eventually walked into the living room with her children. There was a third female 
Hispanic adult also inside the home who came out of the bedroom and into the living 
room. Eventually Detective was able to get all of them out of the house. 


Witness Detective Jones began questioning one of the females as to whether or not 
Suspect Montano was inside the house. Detective heard the female teli 
Detective Jones that Suspect Montano was in the bedroom, Detective | from 
where he was positioned, could see into the hallway that leads to the bedroom, but 
could not see into the bedroom. He and the other detectives began calling out to 
Suspect Montano to come out of the house. They did not get a response and 
Detectives J. House, Jones and Santisteven entered the house 


After detectives checked the kitchen for Suspect Montano, Detective moved in а 
west direction toward the hallway of the residence. He observed a smail wooden brown 
door (bathroom) to the south and the bedroom to the north. The door to the bathroom 
was closed. Detectives ІШЕ and House entered the bedroom and checked it for 
Suspect Montano. Suspect Montano was not in the bedroom. 
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реку ШЕШ went back into the hallway to the bathroom door. He attempted to 
open the bathroom door, but the door was locked. Sergeant Windrum, at that point, 
requested the ram, Detectivi moved slightiy io the north away from the 
bathroom door. Victim Detective Santisteven, who was designated to handle the ram, 
struck the bathroom door one time, with the ram, making a hole in the door. Seconds 
later, Detective heard two muffled gunshots coming from inside the bathroom out 
toward them. Detective, fearing that he would be shot, stepped back into the 
bedroom. He continued hearing gunshots coming from the hailway area. Detective 

fired two rounds, from his twelve gauge shotgun, through the wail of the closet in 

ë direction of the bathroom 


Detective went on to say that he realized he and Detective House were trapped 
inside the bedroom. He feared that they were not going to get out of the bedroom 
without being shot by the suspect. He heard someone yell, “pull out.” Detectives 
ши: House began backing out of the bedroom. When they entered the hallway, 
'etective heard what he believed to be another gunshot coming from inside the 
bathroom out toward them. Fearing they were still being engaged in gunfire with 
Suspect Montano and would be shot, Detective y) red one round from his меме 
gauge shotgun, through the bathroom door. They continued backing out toward the 
front door. He added that one of the shotgun shells fell out of the shotgun and onto the 
floor near the front door. He reloaded his shotgun with three more shotgun rounds. 
Once they were out of the house, Detective Yi ΟΚ up a position of cover at the 
front doorway. They continued ordering Suspect Montano out of the house, but did not 
receive any response from Suspect Montano. Detective remained at his position 
until he was directed out. Once everything was over, he unloaded his shotgun and 
gave it to Lieutenant Ornelas. He added that he never fired his Beretta 92F handgun. 


Detective [stated that the shooting was very quick. From the time „vitness 

opened the front door to the time the shooting began was approximately eight 
minutes. From the time the first shot was fired at them to the last shot fired was 
approximately five seconds. 


Investigators Nava and MacArthur conducted an inspection of Detective 

Beretta 92F handgun. The handgun has а flashlight mounted under the slide. 
Investigators were unable to see the serial number because of the position of the 
mounted flashlight. There was one live round in the chamber and one magazine 
loaded with fifteen live rounds. Investigators were unable to conduct an inspection of 
Detective [J shotgun, because he gave the shotgun to Lieutenant Ornelas. 


Investigators Nava and MacArthur concluded their interview of Detective И at 1335 
hours. 
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INTERVIEW OF DETECTIVE TINA JONES 


On 03-31-2005, at 1355 hours, Sergeants Sandra Nava and Alec MacArthur conducted 
an interview of Witness Detective Tina Jones at Lakewood Sheriff Station. Also present 
at the interview was Attorney Elizabeth Gibbons from the Law Offices of Green and 
Shinee. The foliowing is a synopsis of that taped interview. 


Deputy Jones stated that she has been a Deputy Sheriff for the past sixteen years, 
She has been assigned to Lakewood O.S.S. for the past three years. She stated that 
she gave a briefing this morning at 0500 hours for a search warrant that she had 
written. The search warrant was written tor J Woodruff Place land in the 
City of Bellflower. There was also a warrant for Suspect Montano's arrest, After 
briefing. she responded to PM Woodruff Place Wl. Detectives House ig. 
Windrum, Jones and Santisteven were at the front door (east side) of the residence and 
Deputy Brennen and Sergeant Brannigan were at the rear (west side) of the residence. 
Bellflower deputies S.A.O. team responded to apartment A "Knock and Notice" 
was done simultaneously at each of the locations. They waited approximately five 
minutes before someone answered the front door of apartment lli Detective House 
had everyone exit the residence. Once everyone was out of the residence, Sergeant 
Windrum asked Suspect Montano’s mother Witness ЕЕЕ) if anyone else was still 
inside the residence. She advised Sergeant Windrum that Suspect Montano was still 
inside the residence. Several commands were given for Suspect Montano to come out 
of the residence, but they received no response from Suspect Montano. Detectives 
House, | Jones and Sergeant Windrum entered the residence. Detective Jones 
took up a position behind the wail at the northwest end of the living room. She 
observed that the bathroom door was closéd so she maintained cover of the bathroom 
white Detectives House and [J checked the bedroom for Suspect Montano. 


Sergeant Windrum took up a position in the hallway just north of her. After checking 
the bedroom, one of the detectives (Detective ) checked the bathroom door to 
see if it would open, but the door was locked, Several commands were given for 
Suspect Montano to come out of the bathroom, but again they received no response 
from him. At that point, Sergeant requested Detective Santisteven to come inside with 
the ram. Detective Santisteven stood just to the north of the bathroom door and struck 
the door one time with the ram. Detective Santisteven made a hole in the door but the 
door did not open. Detective Santisteven was about to strike the door a second time 
when Detective Jones heard two gunshots coming from inside the bathroom. Detective 
Jones backed up behind the wall. She feared that Suspect Montano was going to kill 
them, so she fired approximately three rounds from her Beretta 92F handgun, into the 
bathroom door. Sergeant Windrum and Detectives House and) and Santisteven 
were trapped in the hallway near the bedroom 
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Detective Jones went on to say that she heard a lot of gunfire and Sergeant Windrum 
telling them to pull out of the residence. They all backed out and exited the front door 
of the residence. She saw that Suspect Montano's family was still standing in front of 
the residence, so she moved them away. Detective Jones then took up a position 
behind a large tree in front of the residence and remained there. 


Detective Jones told Investigators that she normally carries a total of sixteen rounds in 
her Beretta 92F handgun (one round in the chamber and fifteen rounds in the 
magazine). Investigators Nava and MacArthur conducted an inspection of Detective 
Jones Beretta 92F handgun. The serial number is BER047257Z. They observed one 
live round in the chamber and thirteen live rounds in the magazine for a total of fourteen 
rounds. 


Investigators Nava and MacArthur concluded their interview of Detective Jones at 1420 
hours. 


This case is to remain active with further investigation to follow.

NARRATIVE 


On 03-31-2005 (Thursday) at approximately 0730 hours, Homicide Investigators, 
Sergeants Marsh and Walls were detailed to assist in the investigation of a deputy involved 
shooting incident. Investigators were directed to respond to a command post located east 
of the scene location (Woodruff РІ. ММ, Bellflower). 


At approximately 0845 hours, Investigators arrived at the command post. Investigators 
observed the perimeter of the scene secured by yellow tape. Deputy personnel were 
monitoring the scene to ensure it's integrity. 


Investigators met with Homicide Investigators Sergeants S. Nava and A. MacArthur, who 
were detailed as the lead investigators for this incident. Investigators Joe Romero and 
George Martinez also responded to the command post as part of the investigative effort. 


Arriving to assist in the identification, documentation and recovery of evidence were 
members of the Department's Scientific Services Bureau (SSB), as follows: Forensic 
Identification Specialists S. Tillman, L. Jackson and S. Watson who assisted in the scene 
location documentation (photography, videography and diagrams). They also assisted in 
the identification and recovery of evidence items, as directed by Investigators. 


Sergeant Marsh later conducted scene location documentation by use of digital 
photography. The digital photographs (image files) will be maintained as a permanent part 
of this case. 


SSB Firearms Examiners, D. Kim and D. Reynolds assisted Investigators by conducting 
an investigation relative to all ballistic evidence within the scene location. The actions and 
observations of SSB personnel involved in this investigation will be contained in their 
various reports. Those reports, when completed, will be maintained as a permanent part 
of this case file. 
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Investigators were provided a briefing of the incident, as follows: 


On 04-18-2005 at approximately 0545 hours, LASD Safe Stroets Bureau personnelwere 
executing multiple search warrants at an apartment complex located at Woodruff PL, 
Bellflower. The locations of the search warrants were Apartment] and Apartment 
{later identified as the scene location), Accompanying the search warrant for the scene 
location was a felony arrest warrant for Suspect Montano. 


While executing the search warrant at the scene location, SSB personne! initiated knock 
and notice at the front door, The door was opened by (ater identified as 
Suspect Montano's mother). She and other occupants were advised of the warrant 
service. All known occupants were removed from the scene location. 


Russ was asked if Suspect Montano was inside the apartment. === 
stated she did not know. Additional announcements were made by department personnel, 
ordering all occupants to exit. They received no response. 


An entry team, tead by Sergeant Robert Windrim, entered the apartment. While clearing 
the apartment, personnel encountered a locked bathroom door. Additional announcements 
were made at this door. They did not receive a response. Receiving no response, a forced 
entry into the bathroom was initiated. A “battering ram” was used to breech the locked 
bathroom door. After striking the door with the ram, gunshots came from behind the tocked 
door. Believing they were being fired upon, and in an attempt to safely retreat from the 
apartment, deputy personnel began shooting into the bathroom. Two deputies, positioned 
in the northwest bedroom, immediately north of the bathroom fired into the comman wail 
separating the bathroom and northwest bedroom. Two additional deputies fired into the 
east facing bathroom door from their positions in the hallway and living room. 


All personnet subsequently retreated from the apartment to safety. A containment of the 
apartment was established. LASD/Special Enforcement Bureau Special Weapons Team 
personnel (SEB/SWT) were requested and subsequentiy responded to the location. 


А tactical plan was developed, approved and initiated by SEB/SWT. Additional 
announcements were made into the scene location, ordering anyone in the scene location 
to exit. Receiving no response. additional tactical means were employed. 


SWT personnel deployed less than lethal “Arwen” projectiles (hard rubber/composite 
material batons) into the location's bathroom window, Additionally, 37mm chemical agent 
ferrets were fired into the location in an attempt at forcing any occupants from the 
apartment. These efforts received no response from the apartment. 
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Ultimately SEB/SWT deputies made entry into the scene location. They discovered the 
bathroom door closed and locked. SEB personnel unlocked the door by reaching through 
the hole made by the battering ram during the initial incident. Entry was made into the 
bathroom and Suspect Montano was found lying on the bathroom floor. SWT (ESD) 
paramedics examined the suspect. The suspectwas pronounced dead by ESD personnel. 


The location was secured and a crime scene was established. 


investigators were provided a preliminary walkthrough of the scene location by Lieutenant 
R. Ornelas . During the walkthrough, Investigators were directed to various areas 
which possessed potential evidence items (іе. expended cartridge casings, Arwen 
projectiles, chemical agent projectiles, etc.). investigators saw Suspect Montano's body 
lying on the bathroom floor. The overall appearance of the apartment was cluttered and 
unkept. 


Sergeants Marsh and Walls were detailed by the lead investigators to conduct the scene 
location investigation. 


SCENE LOCATION INVESTIGATION 


The scene location is an apartment located within a multi-unit apartment complex at 
Woodruff Place, Bellflower. There are а total of seven, two-story apartment buildings which 
comprise the apartment complex. The complex is on the west side of Woodruff Piace. 


Major roadways that border the complex are: Rosecrans Ave. to the north, Alondra Blvd. 
to the south, Studebaker Rd. to the west, and Woodruff Ave. to the east. 


The scene location is located on the ground floor of a two-story apartment building which 
is situated at the northwest corner (wing) of the apartment complex . This wing runs north 
to south on the property. The scene location is one of the northernmost apartments in this 
wing. 


А common grass and plant covered courtyard separates this apartment wing from a similar 
two story apartment building, east of the building housing the scene location apartment. 
There are concrete sidewalks within the common courtyard area. The sidewalks run north 
and south, The concrete sidewalks run the entire length of the apartment buildings. There 
are three concrete sidewalks that run east and west across the common courtyard. Grassy 
areas are found between the sidewalks. 


In the north area of the common courtyard are large trees and shrubbery. Directly outside 
о: Apartment, east of the sidewalk, were two large райт trees. 
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A sidewalk that runs east and west is north of the two palm trees. Additional shrubbery 
was northeast of the two large palm trees. 


in the apartment building housing the scene location there are seven apartments on the 
ground floor and seven on the second floor, The apartments on the lower level number 
from gl to ШШ. Apartment is the southernmost, apartment] is the furthest north. 
Alaundry room is located adjacent (east) to apartment The scene location is the third 
apartment south, from the north end of the apartment wing. 


The scene location's front door faces east. The front door is a wooden, hollow-core door. 
The door is painted green. The white number ШЕ was affixed to the door. Apartment ll] 
was void of a security or screen door. 


Apartment is immediately south of the scene location. This apartment has a floor plan 
identical to the scene location's, yet it is a “mirror image" of the scene location. 


West (to the rear) of the apartment wing containing the scene location, is a paved parking 
lot which services the complex. The lotis bordered to the west by a cinder block wall. The 
paved parking lot and cinder block wall ran the entire length of the apartment complex from 
north to south. An additional cinder block wall and wood fence borders the apartment 
complex to the north. A paved access road/driveway is along the complexes northern 
perimeter. The east/west roadway continued east to Woodruff PI.. The pavement is 
utilized to enter or exit the complex Investigators saw an unmarked department vehicle 
(Ford, Crown Victoria, Lic. #1108759, Vehicle #SD3651) parked to the south and west of 
Apartmen There was yellow tape draped across front end of the vehicle. The tape 
was positioned in a fashion which secured the rear parking lot, south of the scene location. 
To the south of the apartment complex is an additional paved access road/driveway which 
likewise is used to enter or exit the complex from Woodruff PI.. The south of the complex 
is likewise bordered by wooden planked fence, and/or block wall. 


Prior to the extensive scene investigation, Investigators directed FIS's S. Watson, L. 
Jackson, and S. Tillman to conduct preliminary scene location photographic and 
videographic documentation. Included was aerial photography. 


After the preliminary scene videography was completed, FIS L. Jackson delivered the 
digital video to Investigators. The video will be maintained as a permanent part ofthe case 
file. 


Initial observations of Sergeants Marsh and Walls as they approached the scene location 
apartment:

The apartment has a large picture window which faced east. The window was comprised 
of three panes of giass. The large window pane in the center and the pane on the south 
end of the window were broken. Shards of broken glass were laying on the ground, within 
some shrubbery, on the exterior of the apartment. The window screen on the south portion 
of the picture window was bent and protruding outward, The location's front door is south 
of the picture window. While standing at the threshold, Investigators saw, and later had 
photographed, eight indentations on the upper half of the front door. The indentations had 
a “half-moon” shape in appearance. The indentations were consistent with strikes being 
made by a sharp round object. Investigators learned that during the “knock and notice” 
announcements by deputy personnel, they used a metal flashlight to knock on the door and 
announce their presence. 


investigators Marsh and Walls entered the scene location and began their investigation. 
Investigators saw the scene location is a one bedroom apartment. The floor plan is as 
follows: The apartment has a tiled entry way, approximately four feet wide which continued 
north into the dining area and kitchen. The dining area and kitchen are positioned on the 
north side of the apartment. The floor of the dining area and kitchen is tiled. The dining 
area is at the north east corner of the apartment. The kitchen is at the northwest corner. 
The living room, which had a carpeted floor, was the first room west of the front door and 
was south of the dining area and kitchen. West of the living room was a north/south 
hallway, leading to the only bathroom and bedroom. The bedroom is at the northwest 
corner of the apartment. The bathroom was the southwest room of the apartment. The 
hallway and bathroom have tiled floors. The bedroom was carpeted. 


investigators decided to begin the documentation and collection of evidence in the 
bathroom, which contained Suspect Montano's body. 


Investigators observed Suspect Montano lying on his right side on the tiled bathroom floor. 
He was clad only in a pair of gray "Dickey" style pants, black cloth belt with a white metal 
buckle, blue underwear and brown shoes. Suspect Montano's arms were bent at the 
elbows and extended upward. Both of his hands were clinched. His rightleg was extended 
with a slight bend at the knee. His right foot was between the toilet and the east wall of the 
bathroom. The toe of his right foot was facing in a southernly direction. Suspect 
Montano's left leg was bent at his knee, nearly touching his left elbow. His left foot was 
propped against the vanity which was attached to the south wall. The sole of Suspect 
Montano's left shoe was laying flat on the tile floor. The toe of his left shoe was facing 
west. The right side of Suspect Montano's head was lying in a pool of blood. 


At approximately 1400 hours, Coroner's Investigators S. Nelson and B. Shafer arrived 


at the scene location. Investigators monitored and assisted 5. Nelson and B. Shafer as 
they conducted their independent investigation. 
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During the investigation, investigators repositioned Suspect Montano's body for 
examination. Investigator Nelson performed a gunshot residue examination (GSR Kit 
#891702) on Suspect Montano's hands. Investigator Nelson retained control of the GSR 
Kit. 


Investigator Nelson examined Suspect Montano's body for injuries and/or wound sites. 
Investigators Shafer, Marsh, and Walls were present and monitored Investigator Nelson's 
examination. Investigators saw that both Suspect Montano's eyes were swollen and 
bruised. Investigator Nelson located what appeared to be a single gunshot wound to the 
right temple of Suspect Montano's head. No other injuries or wound sites were located on 
Suspact Montano's body. 


The actions and observations of Investigators Nelson and Shafer will be contained in their 
report. The report will be contained within the Coroner's Protocol. The Protocol, when 
completed, will become at part of this case file. 


All documented evidence which appears below was photographed in place by FIS S. 
Watson. 


Investigators saw and later recovered, a blue steel revolver (EV-4) laying on the Ше floor, 
beneath Suspect Montano's left lag, next to his inner heel of his left foot. Investigators 
inspected the revolver (EV-1) and rendered it safe. When investigators opened the 
cylinder of the revolver, they saw the weapon was loaded with five cartridges (EV-1a). 
Further inspection of the cylinder revealed that the cartridge which was directly under the 
firing pin was expended. The other four cartridges in the weapon had not been fired. 


While continuing their investigation and recovery of evidence within the bathroom, 
Investigators saw, and later recovered, numerous other pieces of evidence. All the below 
listed evidence was recovered from the tiled bathroom floor, The evidence consisted of 
complete and fragmented pieces of Arwen projectiles (EV#'s- 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 20, and 47), 
ballistic evidence consisting of expended lead pellets, expended lead pellet fragments, 
expended bullet fragments, expended bullet projectiles, an expended bullet fragment 
{copper jacket) and a plastic shotgun ammo wadding (EV#'s - 12, 24, 37, 38, 38, 40, 41, 
42, 43, 44, 45, 46, 48, 49, and 52). 


investigators saw, and later recovered, the following items of evidence from inside the 
bathtub. Those pleces of evidence were as follows: an expended 37 mm chemical agent 
projectile "Ferret", an Arwen fragmented projectile, several expended lead pellets, and a 
fragmented bullet copper jacket (EV#'s - 18, 19, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, апа 30).

investigators saw, and later recovered, three expended lead pellets which were embedded 
in the south tile wall of the bathtub/shower enclosure (EV#'s - 31, 32 and 33). 
investigators saw, and later recovered, an expended bullet projectile (EV-34) and an 
expended bullet projectile (EV-36) which were tocated atop and amongst clothing that was 
piled between the bathtub and vanity. Additionally an expended lead fragment (EV-35) was 
observed and recovered from inside the bathroom sink. 


While inspecting the vanity located in the bathroom, Investigators saw and later recovered, 
an expended bullet projectile (EV-50) and eight expended lead pellets (EV-51). 


Investigators discovered that projectiles had perforated the south bathroom wall of 
Apartment]. and exited the north bathroom wall of Apartmen! Investigators saw, and 
taterrecovered, two expended bullet projectiles (EV-22 and ЕУ-23) and a fragmented bullet 
core (EV-103) from the bathroom of Apartment EV-22 was recovered from atop the 
vanity, EV-23 was recovered from the bathtub, and EV-103 was recovered from the bottom 
Shelf of the medicine cabinet. 


Investigators moved into the hallway, adjacent to the bathroom of the scene location, to 
further identify and recover evidence. Investigators saw and later recovered, one 9 mm 
expended casing (EV-7), two expended projectiles (EV-13 and EV-14), six Arwen 
projectiles, complete and fragmented (EV-8, EV-9, EV-10, EV-11, EV-15 and EV-16), and 
one expended 37 mm chemical agent "Ferret" (EV-17). EV-11 was recovered from atop 
some clothing which was contained in a clothes hamper. EV-13 was embedded in a closet 
door against the south wall of the hallway, approximately five feet above the floor. The 
Arwen fragment (EV-15) and the chemical agent "Ferret" (EV-17) were recovered from the 
inside of a plastic bucket which was located near the south wall, next to the clothes 
hamper. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, two fragmented and expended copper projectiles 
(EV-53) from the carpeted floor of the living room. EV-53 was recovered from the south 
side of the doorway leading into the hallway, from the living room. 

Investigator then moved to the northwest bedroom of the scene location and continued 
their identification and recovery of evidence. Investigators saw, and later recovered, the 
following evidence from the bedroom. An expended bullet projectile (EV-54) from the 
carpeted floor, north of the closet doors and west of the entry door, Laying atop the 
mattress, was one expended 12 gauge shotgun casing (ЕМ-55), and four expended 9 mm 
casings (EV-61, EV-62 and ЕУ-64). EV-61 were two expended casings, however they 
were laying together and recovered as one Evidence Item. 
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Laying on a white sheet which was on top of the carpeted floor, next (south) of the 
mattress were two expended 12 gauge shotgun casings (EV-56 and EV-59), one fired 
plastic shotgun wad (EV-57), one expended 9 mm casing (EV-60), and one fragmented 
Arwen projectile (EV-58). 


investigators saw, and later recovered, a light blue sports jersey with the #32 on the front 
and back and the letters “NC” on the upper left collar area (EV-63), laying between the 
mattress and the north wall. Investigators had learned that EV-63 was an article which was 
being sought in the search warrant. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, an expended 9 mm casing (EV-65), entangled in 
a blue checkered short sleeve shirt which was laying between the mattress and the north 
wall. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, three expended 9 mm casings (EV-66, EV-67 and 
EV-71) which were laying against the west wall. EV-66 and EV-67 were between a black 
two drawer dresser and the west wall. EV-71 was laying approximately two feet south of 
EV-66 and ЕУ-67, between the mattress and west wall. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, a black bag which had three zippered 
compartments (EV-68). The black bag (EV-68) was laying on the floor below a small 
entertainment stand located in the northeast corner of the bedroom. Contained within the 
zippered compartments of the black bag (EV-68) were several items of narcotics 
paraphernalia (smoking pipes). Within the zippered compartments was a purple colored 
plastic bag and a white plastic bag containing live ammunition (EV-69 and EV-70). 


Investigators saw, and later recovered an expended bullet (EV-72) from the north wall of 
the door way that leads into the hallway, from the living room. EV-72 was approximately 
three feet, five inches up from the floor. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, one empty metal magazine (EV-73), fifteen (15) 
expended 9 mm casings (EV-74 thru EV-88), one steel “Battering Ram” (EV-90) and two 
fragmented Arwen projectiles (EV-89 and EV-91), from the northwest corner of the living 
room. EV-73 thru EV-91 was all concentrated within an approximate five foot area east of 
the entertainment center located in the north west portion of the living room. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, an expended 9 mm casing (EV-92) at the base of 
the south west corner of the couch/sofa in the living room, a fragmented Arwen projectile 
(EV-93) from the upper backrest cushion of the couch/sofa and an expended 12 gauge 
shotgun casing (EV-98) at the rear of the couch/sofa. 
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Investigators saw, and later recovered, two expended 8 mm casings (EV-95 and EV-97) 
and two fragmented Arwen projectiles (EV-94 and EV-96) from the tiled floor of the 
kitchen/dining room area. 


investigators saw, and later recovered, a fragmented Arwen projectile (EV-99) from the 
tiled floor of the north-south entry way located east of the living room. 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, an Arwen projectile (EV-100), from between the 
exterior screen and window pane of the picture window located on the east exterior wall, 


Investigators saw, and later recovered, a fragmented Arwen projectile (EV-101) and an 
intact Arwen projectile (EV-102) from the common courtyard of the complex, east of the 
scene location apartment. 


Investigators secured the "Ithaca" 12 gauge shotgun (EV-104) , and three “Beretta” 9 mm 
pistols (EV-105, EV-106 and EV-107) used by Deputy personnel during the shooting. The 
weapons were released to Firearms Examiner Kim for testing. 


This case remains active, with further reports to follow, as required,

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION:

According to Detective Marsh, on 03-31-2005 at about 0545 hours an OSS (Operation Safe 
Streets- Gang Detail) was serving at warrant on the decedent at his residence. When the 
decedent's family came to the door they stated that they did not know where the decedent was. 
The family left the apartment. The deputies entered and began to search. When they reached the 
closed bathroom door they heard a shot, The deputies returned fire through the closed door, and 
retreated. SEB (Special Enforcement Bureau) arrived and tossed tear gas in through the window 
of the west wail of the bathroom. Upon entering the bathroom the deputies found the decedent 
unresponsive on the floor.

The right leg 
is extended toward the bathroom door with the foot to the left of the toilet.
